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him on the valuable material he has 
succeded in collecting to fill the thirty- 
four double-column pages which this 
issue comprises. In his Editorial Notes, 
with which this number opens, the Pro- 
fessor begins by referring to the very 
valuable paper, printed on pages 7 
to 10, on “Monetary Reform in 
China,” especially prepared for the 
“Journal” by the distinguished and 
genial Professor J. ‘W. Jenks, 'U. S 
‘Monetary Commissioner ; and Professor’ 
Leavenworth notes how heartily the 
proposed reform has been welcomed not 





| only by foreigners in China but by “all 


the intelligent and progressive Chinese 





(and their number is steadily {ncreasing) 
wh have their country’s best economl 
interests at heart : . 

“Difficulties lie in the way of the 
reform to be sure. They do in the way 
of every improvement, But many 
mountains of difficulty, when they aro 
approached, will doubtless turn out to 
be molehills. Take the instance of the 
introduction of copper 10-cash pieces in 
the region around Shanghai some time 
ago. It was prophesied'that the opposi- 
tion of the cash shops and other vested 
interests would effectually baffle the new 
venture, But time has shown that the 
now coins could win their way and their 
success now seems assured, Tho success 
of the larger plan, therefore, may come 
about in much the same quiet, easy 
manner, for the Chinese people are 
shrewd traders and usually know a good 
thing in the line of commercial arrange- 
ments when they see it.” 

It is noted, too, that the “Journal” 
aiso contains a reprint from our columns 
of the able address delivered by Pro- 
fessor Jenks at the Decoration Day 
Exercises at Shanghai. Attention is 
then drawn to a very interesting articlo 
on pages 26 to 27 of the “Journal” on 
a recent trip made in the interior with 
the object of geological research by Mr. 
Bailey Willis for the Carnegie Iustitu-' 
tion of Washington. Professor Leaven- 
worth says :— 

“A point worthy of note is the 
courteous treatment which the party re- 
ceived in general while in the far in- 
terior. It is'a sad comment on the re- 
lations between foreigners and Chinese 
that the Chinese are most discourteous 
to foreigners where they have seen them 
and known them most—that is near the 
coast. Mr. Willis’ party treated the 
natives with tact and courtesy and re- 
ceived payment in the same coin of kind- 
ly treatment, This was a fact in spite 
of the party’s use of measuring poles and 
other instruments in their surveying 
work which might be expected to excite 
the superstitious hostility of the country 
people.” : 

Another most valuable contribution 
to this issue of the “Journal,” and the 
next topic noted by Professor Leaven- 
worth, is an article by Mr. James W, 
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on “The Newly Opéned Treaty Ports of 
‘Manchuria-arld- Gores.” Mr. Davidlon 
needs no introduction to older readers 
of the “North-China Daily News,” or 
to those who have seen and appreciated 
his mbiumental work on Formosa; he 
first brought himself before the public 
by his work with the Peary Arctic 
Bxpodition to North Greenland. “He 
was later a war correspondent in the 
Chinese-Japanese war, and in 1897 
became U:S, Consular Agent for For- 
mosa, and in 1898 U. S. Consul for For- 
mosa and the Loochoo Islands.” What- 
ever subject Mr, Davidson undertakés 
to write about he knows thoroughly, 
and his article, which occupies pages 
27 to 34 of the “Jonrnal” and which 
wo reserve fora fuller notice, is the 
fruit of the opportunities he has-had as 
Professor Leavenworth says, “to travel 
widely: in those regions and to observe 
the true inner cotidition of things in 
that part of the world.” 

Next comes an original article by 
Professor Leavenworth on “The Re- 
nivisgance of Asia,” a subject which the 
present wait is presenting forcibly to the 
consideration of thoughtful minds all 
over the world, There must come, says 
the Professor, “to the Western mind, 
if a weak refuge be not taken in the 
fearsome and foolish bogey of the 
Yellow Peril, that it is not-a ques 
tion of rule but of reciprocity which 
is to govern the future relations 
of Asia and Europe, and this 
seems as it should be, in the eternal 
fitness of things, for the dominion of 
otehalf of the world over the other 
half could not but have led to smother- 
ed hatred, to long-drawn bitterness, and 
pethaps to the final overthrow of all 
world-order in a great cataclysmic re- 
volution of the dominated Ofientals, 
But the guns of Admiral Togo’s fleet 
have changed all that, and a new hope 
has atisen for Asia.” Professor Leaven- 
worth'regards very hopefully the awaken. 
ing of Chinese national self-conscious- 
mess; aid he foresees that this 
awakening will be accompanied by o 
vapid increase in commerce between 
China and the’ Occident, of which the 
United States:will have its share. The 
Proféssor points out how enormously 
the tide of the U.S. with the Orient 
in’general has expanded in the last 
fifty years ; and he goes on to say :— 

“Reverting to China, it is not merely 
thé prospect of mercenary and material 
gains which appeals to Americans in the 
upbuilding and renovation of the ancient 
Empiré, but also sympathy for the 
Chinese people and hope for their final 
independence. A noteworthy. example 
of this inferest in-and sympathy with

THE PROGRESS OF THE 

JAPANESE FIRST ARMY,

occupation of Hsihoyen (on the Liao- 
yang road, north of Lienshaokuan), 
where the enemy had constructed 
strong defence works, and were 
posted on eminences commanding 
the defile and sloping eastward.

the Russian position and commenced 
cannonading at dawn on the 19th; 
the enemy replied with 32 field guns, 
Meanwhile one detachment, crossing 
a steep mountain pass, menaced the 
enemy's right flank, The enemy 
offered a stubborn resistance, and a 
sanguinary fight ensued. At 539 
P-m., our main force penetrated the 
enemy's position on the heights 
northwest of Hesihoyen, while the 
detachment facing the enemy’s right 
cut off his retreat, At 8 pm, Hsi- 
hoyen and its neighbourhood fell 
into our hands, and the enemy's 
main force fled in confusion towards 
Anping. Our casualties were 72 
killed, including two officers, and 452 
wounded, including sixteen officers, 
The enemy left on the field 131 
dead, and his total casualties are 
estimated at over 1,000. The enemy 
in this engagement consisted of the 
34th and 36th infantry regiments 
and one Cossack regiment, with 32 
field guns,

THE OCCUPATION OF

THE 
TAKING OF HSIHOYENG, 


GEN. KUROKI'S REPORT. 


+ We have to thank the Consul-General 
for Japan for the’ following official tele- 
gram containing General Kuroki’s extend- 
ed report on the operations which culmi- 
nated in the capture of Hsihoyeng. 


Tokio, 23rd Fuly. 


‘One colunn of the army commenced 
vperations on the 18th inst. to attack the 
enemy at Hsihoyeng and its vicinity 
north of Lienshankuan on the Liaoyang- 
Saimachi road. At about 4.30 p.m. the 
whemy were apparently retreating and a 
battalion in our front guard advanced 
with a view to.reconnaisance. ‘The latter 
was, however, to mest with an enemy of 
about two battalions with eight guns, and 
fell in a difficult position. At this our 
front guard and a battalion from other 























regiments came to the fighting. The sun 
set, but the enemy did not retreat from 
their positions and we passed tho whole 
night in fighting form, while the 
enemy tried counter-attack _ twice, 
but were repulsed. The enemy's posi- 
tion at Hsihoyeng and its vicinity, 
where they constracted strong defence 
works, was a line of eminences from 
20 to 100. metres high, and command- 
ing the defile looked down on far distant 
places. On the left side there are impas- 
sable mountains beyond a stream, and we 
could not march around the right side 
unless we climbed up the steep mountains 
at Yangmukou. Our column commenced 
moveinents at midnight of: the 18th, its 
artillery passing the valley of Hunmiaotze 
and the hills southward. ‘The main force 
advanced facing to the front of the enemy, 
while a detachment was dispatched to the 
right side. Another small detachment 
occupied Laomuling and watched over the 
direction to Pengchihu. We opened fire 
at 5am. on the 19th and the enemy re- 
plied with thirty-two field guns. There- 
upon a heavy cannonading took place, 
which lasted till after 9 a.m., when a slow 
firing was begun to be exchanged. In the 
meantime the detachment which was 
dispatched to the enemy's right flank 
reached there at about 3 p.m. after cross 
ing a steep mountain pass, while one 
detachment of infantry, which was a 
reinforcement from another column, 
reached there also, nearly at the 
same time. The main forze of our 
column zesumod thereupon its attack and 
advanced, the artillery assisting them with 
a brisk fire. The enomy’s infantry ofter- 
ed, however, stubborn resistance and we 
fought very hardly. Both the detachment 
which menaced the enemy’s right flank 
and the reinforcing detachment dashed 
against tho right flank of the enemy 
and sanguinary fighting ensued there 
At 5.30 p.m. the main force penetrated 
at last tho enemy's position on the 
heights south-east of Hsihoyeng while 
the detachment facing the enemy's 
right cut their retreat. At 8 p.m. Hsiho- 
yeng aud the vicinity fell into our hands. 
‘The enemy consisted of four battalions of 
infantry of the 34th Regiment, three 
battalions of infantry of the 36th Regi- 
ment, ono Cossack Regiment, and thirty- 
two field guns and was commanded by a 
Lieut.-General. The enemy’s main foree 
fled in confusion, one part towards Anping 
and the other northward. Our casualties 
are seventy-two killed, including two of- 
ficers, and 452 wounded, including sixteen 
officers. ‘Tho spoils are threo ammunition 
cars and 300 riflesand many other things. 
‘The enemy's corpses buried by us during 
the 20th numbered 131, and those 
killed and wounded who were carried 
awayby the enemy themselves, were above 
1,000. One of their regimental com- 
manders is said to have been wounded.

He recommended tho establish- 
ment of canteens in the navy whero 
beer and light wines may be sold 
to the men to be taken with their meals 
or when coaling ship.

He made 
the statement in further argument of the 
ostablishment of the canteon in tho Navy 
that in his command during the year a 
number of good mén died from drinking 
shellac mixed with wood alcohol, men 
who would, in his judgment, be welll and 
happy now if it had been possible for 
them to get boer or wine in place of the 
poison that killed thom,

Ar 1.55 a.m.on Sunday the Fire Brigade 
was called out for a somewhat serious 
outbreak in Sinza Road East.

A tetcram from General Floug to 
Goneral Dessino wascirculated on Wednos- 
day in Shanghai, explaining that in the 
fighting at Tashihchiao on Sunday last tho 
Russians were everywhere successful in 
repulsing the Japanese attacks, but that 
when it was discovered that another 
Japanese army was advaucing on Simu- 
chéng and Haichéng through tho Taili 
and Pehling passes, General Zarubaer, 
execution of his orders, retired north- 
ward in good order without being pursued 
by the enemy.

We are authorised to state that the 
missing Indo-China steamer Hipsang is 
fully covered against war risk, outside 
the company’s insurance fund, 


‘Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., 


agents of the Indo-China Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, have received no further 
news with reference to the missing str. 
Hipsang. A telegram from their New- 
chwang agents has been received to tho 
effect that although the wreckage of two 
steamers has been seen outside New- 
chwang, neither of these corresponds to 
tho Hipsang. 

Accoxpixa to what is stated to be 
Russian official news, the Hipsang was 
soon coming out of Fuchon Bay without 
any lights—a pretext which will not hold 
water for a minute—and was then fired 
at with blank cartridge by a Russian 
torpedo-boat. As she took no notice of 
this—another Flougery,—she was fired 
at with shell and then torpedoed and 
sunk by tho Russian, the whole of her 
erew and passengers being saved and 
taken prisoners to Port Arthur, except 
two Chinese who were drowned. It is 
mentioned also that a dozen Chinese were 
wounded. 


Tae Cable Companies announced on 
Tuesday that owing to the interruption of 
tho Great Northern Company’s Amoy- 
Gutzlaff cable, the whole trafic for 
Hongkong and places beyond has beon 
thrown on to the Eastern Extension 
Company's cable between Shanghai and 
Hongkong.

JAPAN'S CAPTURES 
OF NEUTRAL 
VESSELS,

‘Te action of Japan as regards 
the capture of the Chinese Engineer- 
ing and Mining Co.’s steaniers Hsi- 
ping ‘and Peiping is nob very intelli- 
gible if there’ is no flaw in the facts 
recounted to.us on very good author- 
ity... These steamers were not char- 
tered, as has been stated, but loaded 
in the ordinary way by the company’s 
office here, and their whole cargo was 
ssed by the Customs and the 'Bri- 
tish Constilate a8 not coming within 
the danger of being contraband of, 
war, But it is learned bya telegram 
from the master of the Hsiping at 
Sascho that he’has not been allowed 
to engage legal assistance for his 
defence in the Prize Court, or to be 
present at the examination of the 
witnesses. Representations have, of 
conrse, been made to the British 
Minister at Tokio, Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald, and ‘we cannot believe that 
the Japanese will not do full justice 
in the matter, but as it stands at 
resent, their action seems to have 
been somewhat high-handed and ill- 
advised ; and it is to be hoped that a 
satisfactory’ explanation of their 
action will be forthcoming.

25th July. 

Tug Japanese authorities have, as 
we expected, a very complete answer 
to the complaints made in reference 
to the capture, by their cruiser 
Hongkong Maru of the Chinese Eng- 
ineering and Mining Co.’s steamers 
Hsiping and Peiping. The Consul- 
General for Japan at Shanghai, we 
are informed on the best authority, 
advised the Commissioner of Customs 
here and the Foreign Consuls that 
as long ag Newchwang was in the 
enemy's hands, foodstuffs sent to that 
port would be considered contraband 
of war, and the majority of the 
shipping firms here have been very 
carefal nob to accept such cargo for 
Newchwang. The “Ping” boats, 
however, as they are called, seem 
to have been willing to take the risk 
with the result, that their steamers 
have been taken to Saseho tor ad- 
judication by the Prize Court there. 

‘The complaint of the captain of the 
Hsiping that he was not allowed 
legal assistance, seems to have 
arisen from a misapprehension of 
Japanese procedure in these cases. 
On the arrival of a captured steamer 
a judge is appointed to hold a pre- 
liminary examination .to decide 











whether there is a prima facie case 
against the steamer, and at this 
examination no lawyer is present on 
either side, The judge reports to the 
procurator, and the Court, who can 
release the steamer. But if the 
‘procurator satisfies the Court that 
there is a primA facie case, a day is 
appointed for the hearing, at which 
‘all parties interested are allowed to 
‘be represented by counsel, and the 
fate of the steamer and her cargo 
are decided by the Prize Court after 
‘a fall and careful hearing ; and there 
is still the right of appeal to the 
Higher Prize Court. 

In the very interesting account 
written by an officer on board the 
Hsiping, which appeared in the 
“Daily Press” on Saturday morning, 
of the capture of that steamer and her 
subsequent voyage to Sascho, the 
following passages occur : 

“T hear that the ship is likely to 
be detained for a long time, and that 
a Court of Enquiry is to be held on 
her at Saseho, for we have lots of 
flour, old iron, lead, wines, and provi- 
sions on board, all consigned to New- 
chwang, which is now, of course, re- 
garded’ as a Russian port, and all 
therefore contraband. Most of the 
cargo belongs to Russian civilians 
who are on board as passengers. One 
man alone owns Tis. 40,000' worth of 
the stuff, He actually broke down 
and cried when the ship was taken, 
and the tears rolled down the back 
of his neck, for he was lying on a 
deck-chair at the time. 

“We have altogether eleven Rus- 
sian passengers on board, all of them 
interested in the cargo, and all 
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naturally in a state of deep dejec- 
tion”... 

No one would assert that Russians 
have not just as much right as any 
other foreigners to ship cargo to 
Newchwang and to accompany it, if 
they please; but the right of a 
Japanese cruiser to stop a steamer 
carrying contraband cargo and send 
her to a Prize Court is equally un- 
assailable, and this is a risk which 
shipowners and shippers take with 


their eyes open. So far, then, 
the charge that the Japanese 
action seems to have been 


somewhat high-handed and ill-ad- 
vised, breaks down completely ; and 
we can only repeat what we also said 
on Saturday morning, that “we can- 
not believe that the Japanese w 
not do full justice in the matter; 
and we are confirmed in this opinion 
by the followiug tribute to its en- 
emies paid by the “Viestnik Mand- 
chourskoi Armée”: “In these few 
months of war, the Japanese have 
shown themselves observers of the 
laws of military honour and of the 
rinciples of humanity.” We may 
quite sure that the Japanese will 
be still, as they have been, scrupu- 
lously careful to do nothing that can 
unnecessarily irritate any neutral 
Power, their ally above all. 











THE 
RIOT AT LICHUAN. 


* 25th July. 


Our correspondent at Ichang has 
told us from time to time of trouble. 
between the people and the Roman 
Catholic Missionaries in Western 
Hupeb, and these troubles have now 
culminated in-a deplorable massacre 
at Lichuan, the victims being the 
Right Reverend Father Theotimus 
Verhaegen, Titulary Bishop of Syena, 
and Vicar Apostolic of Southern 
Hupeh, and his brother, the Rev. 
Father Frederic Terhaegen, who are 
reported killed, and the Rev. Father 
Florentius Robberecht, who was 
made a prisoner by the rioters and 
whose death is since reported. The 
news came to us first in the telegram 
from our correspondent at Ichang 
which we issued as an Extra yesterday 
morning; and it has been confirmed 
by a telegram from the Rev. Father 
Polydorus Vercraysse, Procurator of 
the Catholic Mission of Southern 
Hupeb, to the Belgian Consul- 
General here. Whether there was 
any cause for this terrible outrage, 
beyond the general ill-will of the 
people to the Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries, we do not yet know, but 
it is obvious that it is an outrage 
that nothing can excuse or palliate, 
It is satisfactory to sce that the 
authorities at once sent off a force 
of two hundred soldiers to the scene, 
which will be in itself a severe 
punishment to the population -and 
the officials who permitted this 
tragedy to occur, Still mere con- 
dign punishment will, it is to be 
hoped, soon follow.

Every good encyclopedia will 
give a small but select list of refer- 
ence books about whatever country 
is summarised, with dark hints that, 
more detailed information is to be 
found in special works, which are too 
numerous to be cxtwlogued. To 
what a vast extent these general 
books are and have been issued few 
people either know or care, If they 
are told, for example, that their own 
library upon ‘ Indin” is well enough, 
but scanty in numbers, sin-e the 
volumes catalogued thirty years ago 
extended to more than thirty thou- 
sand, they are unhappy as well as 
surprised. Tuis result is brought 
about by turning lose upon one: 
section of the planet a large number, 
of individuals of a race or races alien 
in speech and thought, who are struck 
by the dissimilarity of existing con- 
ditions to those with which they are 
familiar elsewhere, and who are in- 
tellectually unsatisfied until they have 
reduced their discoveries to some- 
thing like order, As soon as this is! 
done—and often befure—the “ happy 
thought” occurs, Why not illuminate 


the Human Race with the results of| 


my investigations? ‘The outcome of 


this mental struggle is a book, often} 


a series of books, which are some- 
times (as in the case of Mr. Thomas 
Taylor Meadows) a sors of diary 
of ‘the author's p-ogressive advances 
in the study of the subject, some- 
times staying to refute in a footnote’ 
a proposition which he had himself} 
brought forward and defended in a 
previous thesis. It is, of course, from

against the ignorant ridiculs of| 
those who mistook their narra‘ives 
for those of Baron Munchausen 
under Chinese conditions. Perbaps 
there is nowhere in the history of} 
literature a more complete example

the Russians, from that of Port

MARITIME LAW IN 
TIME OF WAR. 


27th July. 

‘Ture decision of the Council at St. 
Petersburg to withdraw from the 
Volunteer Fleet steamers their 
authority to search and se'ze neutral 
vessels shows that the sanctions of 
treaties and of international law are 
recognised by the Russian Govern- 
ment; but it is greatly to be re- 
gretted that its agents abroad are 
not animated by the same spirit of 
equity. The Council at St. Peters- 
burg has practically borne out the 
views of those who held thatunder the 
circumstances the Petersburg and 
Smolensk were hardly distinguish- 
able from pirates. It may be re- 
called that the following were the 
resolutions agreed to by the Powers, 
of whom Russia was one, at the Con- 
ference at Paris after the Crimean 
War, on the subject of maritime law 
in time of war:—“ 1. Privateering is, 
and remains, abolished; 2 The 
neutral flag covers enemies’ goods, 
with the exception of contraband of 
war. 3, Neutral goods, with the 
exception of contraband of war, are 
not liable to capture under enemy's 
flag; 4. Blockade, in order to be 
binding, must be effective, that is to 
say, maintained by a force sufficient 
really to prevent access to the coast 
of the enemy.” 

‘Phe sinking of the British steamer 
Knight Commander on Sunday last 
off the coast of Japan by the Vladi- 
vostock squadron cannot be excused 
under any maritime law or custom. 
Is was, in plain words, a sheer ac: of 
piracy. ‘The home papers, it will be 
seen, regard it as amounting to an 
act of war. ‘The Knight Commander 
iva regular trader between New York 
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and the Far East, Messi 
Karberg & Co., being her agents in 
Sbanghai, She was bound from 
New York to Japan vid the usual 
ports of call, and she was in Shang- 
hai last week, having left this on 
Wednesday, the 20:h. We learn 
that on Sunday morning, the 24th, 
she met the Vladivostock squadron 
off Izu, on the west side of the 
entrance to Tokio Bay, and was 
given ten minutes’ grace, before being 
sunk. Some of her crew took to the 
boats, and others jumped overboard, 
and they were all made prisoners by 
the Russians. ‘The lascar portion of 
the crew were subsequently put on 
the China Navigation Co's steamer 
Tsinan, which came up in the after- 
noon, and which seems to have 
managed to slip away and make 
Yokohama safely. The Europeans on 
board the Knight Commander have 
been taken away prisoners by one of 
the Russian cruisers. 

It is such an elemen ary principle 
of maritime law that a neutral vessel, 
even if full of contraban! of war, 
cannot be condem..cd 0. the spot, 
but must be taken toa Prize Court 
for adjudication, that the action of 
the Vladivostock squadron seems 
incredibly foolish, to put the least 
harsh construction on it. 1t is freely 
stated that the Knight Commander 
had contraband of war on boar, 
though this is denied, but if her 
lading consisted entirely of contra- 
band, she could not be summarily 
sunk, as she was; and if she had any 
harmless cargo belonging to neutrals, 
‘as she'had in this case, its destruc- 
tion was an entirely inexcusable act, 
and if it belonged to Japanese 
it was, by the Treaty of Paris, pro- 
tected by the neutral flag. Inter- 
national law prevents the captor of a 
suspected steamer being constable, 
jjudge, and executioner all in one; 
it allows him to be constable and take 
the suspected vessel in charge, but 
he must take her to a properly con- 
stituted Prize Court for adjudication. 
Stated as briefly as possible by Dr. 
Lawrence, in his “Handbook of 
Public International Law,” the ful- 
lowing is the law on the subject :-— 

“When a capture is made at sea, 
it is the duty of the capturing 
cruiser to'send the captured vessel, 
with its crew, its papers, and all 
things on board it to the nearest 
Priz: Court of the captor’s country 
for adjudication. But if it is im- 
possible or exceedingly dangerous to 
navigate the vessel to a port where 
a Prize Courtis sitting, she may be 
destroyed at sea, if an enemy, or 
released, if a neutral.” 

Now the fact that the steamer 
‘Arabia, which was captured at the 
same time as the Kuight Command- 
er, has been sent to Viadivostock, 
shows that this alternative was 
neither impossible nor exceedingly 
dangerous ; and the fact that the coal 
steamers captured in the Red Sea 











by the Ra 
were released when it was found im- 
pee to send them to a Prize 

urt, shows that the Russians know 
their duty under these circumstances 
where they are within the reach of 
European public opinion. 

We cannot help recognising 
the enterprise and pluck that 
the Vladivostock squalron have. 
showa in very difficult. cireum- 
stances since the three cruisers came 
under the command of Admiral 
Skrydloff; but these circumstances 
do not excuse such a flagrant viola- 
tion of maritime law as that per- 
petrated on Sunday. As we have 
said before, we are not among the 
many who hold that Russia is en- 
deavcuring to invo've Great Britain 
in the present quarrel in a last at- 
tempt to recover some of her lost 
prestige ; and we have no doubt that. 
the Russian Government on con- 
sideration .will acknowledge the 
gravity of the mistake thatits agents 
have made and give the necessary 
orders to prevent « repetition of such 
an illegal act; but it would have 
saved a great deal of ill-feeling if in 
the Red Sea cases and in this case 
the necessary instructions had been 
given beforehand. 





THE BELLIGERENT 
RIGHT OF VISIT 
AND SEARCH. 


28th July. 

As the sinking of the British ship 
Knight Commander is a subject upon 
which we have not by any means 
heard the last, a few further words on 
the belligerent right of visit and 
search and the manner in which it 
shovld be exercised may not be out 
of place. During war between two 
States, other States have a right to 
carry on commerce as usual, subject 
to certain exception’. These are 
carriage of contraband, the: viglation 
of blockade, the violation of the Rule 
of War of 1756, and engaging ia any 
service on behalf ofa belligerent in- 
consistent with the status of a 
neutral, known as“Unneutral service.” 
‘The subject of contraband is too 
large a one to be dealt with here, 
but it is sufficient to state that 
belligerents are in the habit of 
issuing notices for the benefit of 
neutrals, stating what subjects it is 
proposed to regard as contraband. 
‘This has been done in the present 
war and practically the only remedy 
for a neutral when a_ belligerent 
makes the list-too comprehensive is 
diplomatic representation. The ques- 
tion of blockade hardly needs to be 
considered with regard to Russia, for 
she has not had the necessary op- 
portunities, but the two primary rules 
on the subject are: (1) Blockades 
must be effective in fact; (2) their 





existence must be notified to neutral 
Powers, or at any rate ships sought 
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to be captured for breach of blockade 
must be given warning of, or had an 
opportunity of being aware of, the 
existence of a blockade. The out- 
come of what is known as the Rule of 
War of 1756 may be shortly stated 
for modern purposes as follows : 
—When a vessel is ostensibly 
bound for a neutral or unblockad- 
ed enemy port, while she is in 
reality intended after touching there 
to go on to a blockaded port, 
her destination is held to be for the 
blockaded, port from the time of 
suiling.” This rule has also been 
applied to the carriage of contraband. 
Unneutral service, called by some 
writers “ Analogues of Contraband,” 
may be roughly defined as “de- 
finitely entering into the service of 
a belligerent though only in a limited 
manner and for a temporary pur- 
ose.” It consists of such acts as: 
(1) Transmitting military or naval 
signals or messages; (2) carrying 
certain classes of persons in the 
service of a belligerent, especially 
military or naval persons, but not 
diplomatic representatives sent by 
the enemy to neutral Powers (see 
‘Trent case); (3) carrying certain 
kinds of dispatches for'a belligerent 
especially military or naval’ dis- 
patches, 

For the purpose of ascertaining 
whether a neutral vessel is engaged 
for any of the prohibited purposes 
enumerated above, a belligerent 
war-vessel has au absolute right of 
visit and search, It is the duty of 
a neutral to submit to the lawful 
search of the belligerent, but it is 
unquestionable that that right must 
be exercised in a lawful manner. In 
this connection the following passage 
from Halleck’s “ International Law ” 
is in point :— 

“The right is limited to such acts 
as are nocessary to a thorough ex- 
amination into the real character of 
the vessel, her cargo, and voyage, 
and all acts that transcend the 
limits of this necessity are unlawful, 
For any improper detention of the 
vessel, or any unnecessary, and there- 
fore unlawful, violence to the master 
or crew, the belligerent Court of 
Adwiralty is pretty certain to award 
fall compensation in damages; and 
if this should be denied to the 
neutral, his own Government may 
demand and enforce the redress of 
his wrongs. ‘Whatever, says Phil- 
limore, ‘may be the injury that 
casually results to an individual 
from the act of another, while 
pursuing the rensonable exercise 
of an established nght, it is his 
misfortune. The law pronounces 
it damnum absque injuria, and the 
individual from whose act it pro- 
ceeds is liable neither at law, nor in 
the forum of conscience. The prin- 
cipal right necessarily curries with it 
also the. meaus essential to its 
exercise, A vessel must be pursued | 
in order to be detained for examina- 














tion. And if, in the pursuit, she has 
been in any way injured (eg, dis- 
masted, upset, stranded, or even’ run 
on shore and lost), it would be an 
unfortunate case, but the pursuing 
vessel would be acquitted. The 
usual mode, adopted by most of the 
maritime powers of Europe, of sum- 
moning a neutral to undergo visita- 
tion, is tke firing of a cannon on the 
part of the- belligerent. This is 
called by the French semonce, coup 
assuranec, and by the English 
afirming gun, Isis, undoubtedly, 
the duty of the néutral_to obey such 
a summons, but there is no positive 
obligation on the belligerent to fire 
such an affirming gun, for its use is 
by no means universal. Moreover, 
any other method, as hailing by 
signals, ete., of summoning a neutral 
to submit to an examination, may be 
equally as effective and binding as 
the affirming gun, if the summons is 
actually communicated to, and under- 
stood by, the neutral. ‘The-means| 
used are not essential, but the fact 
of a summons actually communi- 
cated, is necessary to acquit the 
visiting vessels of all damages, which 
may result to the neutral’ disobey- 
ing it!” 

A neutral vessel which offers any 
resistance to the exercise by a belli- 
gerent of the right of visit and 
search will have only herself to 
thank if any evil befall her, and if 
she does resist, the onus will be on 
her to prove that the belligerent has 
not exercised the right in a lawfal 

_ ‘The question then, to which 
we await an answer in the present, 
case is: “ Was there any resistance ?” 
and, if this question is answered 
in the negative, Russia will have 
to show that her action was 
lawful or pay the damages. No 
excuses will be allowed on the score 
of the expediency of the moment or 
the near appronch of a hostile flect, 
for it a belligerent nation has not 
suflicient force to intercept neutral 
commerce in a lawful manner she 
must not interfere with it at all, 

The proper course to be adopted 
is thus stated by Professor Law- 
rence :— 

“Assuming that the summons of] 
the belligerent cruiser is obeyed, the 
next step taken by her commander 
is to send an officer in uniform on 
board the vessel to be searched, The 
visiting officer should question the 
master of the vessel and examine 
her papers. If any circumstances of 
suspicion are revealed by his examina- 
tion, but not otherwise, he is at 
liberty to call his boat’s crew on 
board and order them to make a 
thorough search of the vessel, Should 
the search confirm the suspicions, 
the commander of the cruiser may 
take possession of the ship, secure 
her papers, and hold her master and 
crew as prisoners, But throughout 
his proceedings he is bound to use 
courtesy and consideration, and to 

















carry on the search with as little 
disturbance as possible of the interior 
economy or navigation of the sus- 
‘pected vessel,” 

‘There are many doubtful questions 
in International Law, but on the pro- 
per attitude to be adopted when ii 
terfering with neutral commerce 
there can be no doubt whatever, 
This attitude must be essentially 
a non-hostile uttitude and un- 
less Russia takes steps to in- 
struct her officers in the elementary 
principles of International Law, she 
1s liable to find the “exercise of her 
belligerent rights” expensive in 
more ways than one. 











THE ALLEGED 
CERTIFICATION OF 
CARGO FOR THE 


NORTH. 


25th July. 


Sucn highly-coloured statements 
have been made in reference to 
cargo carried from Shanghai by 
the two “Ping” steamers that 
have been captured by Japanese 
cruisers and taken to the Prize 
Court at Sascho for adjudication, 
that a brief statement of the 
facts will be of undoubted interest, 
It has been stated that every bill-of- 
lading for cargo by the two steamers 
in question bore a British Consular 
endorsement reading: “I hereby 
certify that the above goods are not 
for sale and are not destined 
for the fighting sphere and 
are shipped at shipper’s risk.” 
No such certificate has been 
endorsed on any _bill-of-lading 
whatever. ‘The facts of the case are 
that legitimate trade being stopped 
by the refusal of the Commissioner 
of Customs here, under orders from 
Peking, to issue permits for cargo for 
northern ports that might be con- 
sidered contraband by the Japanese, 
the British Consul-General here was 
appealed to, and he consented, on 
receiving satisfactory assurances in 
each ‘case from reputable Beitish 
merchants or steamer agents here, to 
endorse the applications to the Cus- 
toms for permits with the following 
words: “I am satisfied that this cargo 
is not for the use of the belligerent 
forces, and is shipped at owner’s risk.” 
This endorsement, the satisfaction 
mentioned being derived from the 
assurances of the British merehant 
or steamer agent, is simply for the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner of 
Customs, and is in no sort of way a 
certificate attached to the bill-of- 
lading. The statement that we have 
referred to is incorrect from first to 
last, and would hardly be worth notiee 
but that it may find some credence 
outside Shanghai, and it is therefore 
desirable that an authoritative state- 
ment of the facts should be given,

A Bold Crime. 

One of the boldest crimes ever pre- 
potratod in this section was enacted on 
a stroot within this city last Saturday 
morning. Aman was murdered in cold 
blood without a moment’s warning, 
having his throat cut from ear to ear. 
It is tho custom for people in the smaller 
towns near by to send letters and money 
to people here by the daily passenger 
boats which come to this centre from 
every direction. On Saturday morning 
the head boatman on the passenger boat 
from Wangtien, a large and busy market 
town twelve miles from here, was en- 
trusted with about three hundred dollars 
in silver and a draft on a Chineso 
bank for several hundred dollars, all 
for parties in Kashing. Leaving his 
boat at the south gate ho entered the 
city, carrying his money with him, and 
was proceeding towards the north gate 
when he was followed by three men and 
murdered as described above. The street 
along which he was walking is a rather 
quiet street, but one constantly used by 
people passing between the two busiest 
sections of tho city. The murderers 
watched their chance when there hap- 
pened tobe no-one passing, committed 
the deed, seized the money and ran for 
their lives, ‘They were soon andl pursued 
at once, but made their way out of the 
wost gate and jnto the country, and 
have so far not been apprehended. 
That such a erime could be com- 
mitted in the city, in broad daylight, not 
very far from one of the yaméns, spoaks 
very badly for the watchfulness of the 
officials and new “police.” ‘The shop- 
Keepers to whom the money belonged 
will take the ense to the higher courts 
and do their best to make the magistrate 
lose his official hoad. 


Increase of Crime. 

It is said the thore have been more 
petty crimes committed here this year 
than have been known for years. ‘The 
body of a man who was probably mur. 
derod, was taken out of the canal outside 
the north gate only a few days since. An 
account appeared in your columns of an 
assault upon one of the young mon at the 
Customs. I am glad to say that the man 
who committed ‘the assault was tried, 
punished, and it is said he has now 
been deperted. It is quite common for 
people to have things snatched out of 
their hands while walking along the 
quieter streets. A scholar was jostied in 
acrowd, and the dollars were heard ty 
jingle in his pocket. On turning into an 
alleyway he was overpowered, given a 
good shaking, which laid him up for a 
day or two, aud his money taken from 
him. A young man has also just told 
me that a man outside the east gato was 
aseaulted in his own home last night and 














money taken from him. There is open 
criticism of the officials and some express 
the hope that the deck may soon be 
swept clean and an entirely new set of 
officials be sent us.

e Result of Treachery. 
Since last writing the news about 
Liuchoufu has been fully substantiated 
in the main, though with some minor 
det: ‘The threo regiments which 
rebelled had originally been rebels, but 
had been won over to the Government 
service. Hence when their friends were 
entrapped and killed treacherously they 
were angry. Hence the disaffection 
which culminated in mutiny. They 
captured large stores of rifles and am- 
munition. Part of this was, however, 
recaptured by some other soldiers under 
command of a tungling named Song, 
who remained faithful. ‘These men 
defended themselves in the Kiangsi 
Guild Houso, and finally wore able to 
put a stop to the looting. None of the 
officials were killed, but the chief officer 
in chargo of the troops committed 
suicide. "After the rebels loft Liuchonfa 
they retired north, carrying all before 
thom. According to rumours they are 
now several tons of thousands strong. 
This is doubtless an exaggeration, but as 
nothing succeeds like success, and they 
have plenty of arms and ammunition, 
their numbers have doubtless swollen 
pretty considerably. 
Capture of Sanhuang. 

And now to-day comes the news 
of another success. The city of Yin- 
ningchou has fallen into their hands. 
From later news it seems that it 
is the military city Sanhuang near 
Yiinning that is meant. If this has 
fallen it is more important than if 
Yanning had. This morning an urgent 
message came for help, and now the 
news that it has fallen, and the official 
been killed. 

Kueilin Alarmed. 

Tho city of Kueilin is in a great state 
of excitement, for the above place is only 
fifty English miles away, and once across 
the passes, of which there are two high 
ones, there is no obstacle to their coming 
here. During the last few days there 
have been several small bodies of troops 
sent ont, but unfortunately for the 
moment there are practically no troops 
here at all, only a few hundred in all. 
It is only a mouth since that a number 
of regiments were disbanded, owing, it 
is said, to. change of Marshals. Or as 
some say that H. E. Governor Ko, hear- 
ing that he was to be changed, sent large 























sums of money to his parental nest and 
so was loath to put out more for military 
purposes. Now his removal has been 
countermanded, and so he is in a nico fix. 
The result is he has been seriously ill for 
some ten days or so, and has applied for 
three months’ sick leave. The Provincial 
Treasurer is dispatching all important 
business. 

No Supplies and No Leaders. 

Yesterday or the day before over a 
thousand were enrolled as soldiers, but 
to-day when it was proposed to send 
some of these out against the rebels they 
fiatly refused to go. However, if the 
rebels actually did come these same 
would probably fight on their own ground. 
And one can hardly blame them refusing 
to leave the protection of their city walls, 
when one Knows the conditions under 
which they would go out. No supplies 
and no leaders. Inthe old days there 
were always a number of militia, but the 
new police have superseded these and 
as a fighting force the five or six hundred 
police would I fear, make a poor show. 
They are now armed with rifles while on 
their beats. The city gates are also 
protected by some small field guns. In 
the interval che officials have sont urgent 
messages to the regiments stationed at | 
Kuangshaho, the military camp on 
the borders of Hunan and Kuangsi, to 
come to the help of the capital at once. 
This is four days’ ordinary travelling 
away. The telograph line is being con- 
structed over this route, ‘Tsuenchou, 
Yungchon, S'engehou, ete., but I do not 
think it is quite completed yet. 

Will Kueilin be Attacked? 

What aro the prospects of Kueilin 
being attacked? It all depends on 
whether these last accessions to the 
rebels have competent leaders or not. 
If they have, they will quickly cover the 
fifty miles that now separates them from 
here, and there is no force available to 
prevent them if they like to como. 
YGuningchou is due west from here, and 
the road could easily be held against a 
great force if there was anyone to hold 
it. It is, however, likely that they would 
go slightly to the south and attack the 
fair-sized city of Yiinfuhsien on the way 
to Kueilin. In this case there would be 
time for troops to arrive from the north, 

Af however, they have ‘no leaders with 
authority, as is more than likely, I do not 
apprehend a serious attack upon the city. 
A sympathetic riging in the city is more 
to be feared, if they approached tho cits , 
in any numbers. As precaution againy jt 
such an event the officials are proventir 4g 
the country people from moving into t he 
city under the pretence it may be of 
seeking protection. How the land sighs 
for a good government and peace!

The Kaiping Engagement. 

In the operations which commenced on 
the 5th inst, and ended in the occupation 
of Kaiping on the 9th, the Japanes> casu- 
alties up to the 7th were only twenty-fou: 
and on the 8th and 9th about 150.” Tt is 

ether surprising to find that the Rus- 
sians offered so litile resistance to the 
Japanese advance. But, as already briefly 
telegraphed, well-informed parties here 
state that the Russian forces in Kaiping 
had been alarmed by the strong diver- 
sionary movement by the ‘akushan land- 
ing force and retreated to Tashitchiao in 
cons-quence. The bulk of the enemy had 
practically vacated Kaiping on the night 
hefore the Japanese occupied it. At Ta- 
shihchiao they commenced hurriedly to 
strengthen their defences. Meanwhile it is 
hardly reasonable to suppose that the First 
Army will make a dash on Lisoyang before 
the capture of Tashihchiao and Haichéng, 
but General Kuroki is now pressing close~ 
ly on the northern base. At ‘Tashihchiao 
the Russians must be prepared to meet tho 
joint altack of the Second Army and the 
‘akushan force ; and at Haichéng that of 
the First Army and the Takushan force, 
The capture of Tashihchiao would make 
Newehwang untenable by the Russians, 
whovare already in scarcely traceable force 
in that direction. Similarly the taking of 
Haichéng would direc ly menace the de- 
fences of Linoyang. 

The value of the seizure of Kaiping ix 
three-fold. First, General Oku is now 
enabled, if he wishes, to get supplies from 
Kaiping Bey ; secondly, the Russian hold 
on Newehwang is greatly weakened ; third- 
Iy, whereas General Oku's army has hither- 
to had to traverse mountainous roads, 
has now comparatively easy ground before 
it. Ibis stated Uhat General Kuropatl 
holds Tashilchiao al the head of some five 
divisions. 


The Next Stage. 

‘An interesting point that remains open 
whether this falling back of the Russians 
from Kaiping may not be followed by 
similat falling backs from'Tashihehiao aud 
Haichéng ‘The Russian main line now 
extends from Tashihchiao to Liaoyang 
vid Haichéng and Anshantien, and the 
expostire of such a long flank to the diffe:

Many other kinds 
of rare and beautifully coloured sands 
are to be found here in distinct patches 
and fields of varied lines. The garnet 
sand alone, however, has any commercial 
value, other sorts’ being occasionally 
collected in small quantities as curiosities.

Through the 
courtesy of the Admiral the vessel has 
been thrown open for public inspection 
on three afternoons a week. The fullest 
advantage has been taken of this privi- 
lege, so much so that on the first Sunday 
the vessel. was open to the public, the 
ship became absolutely packed with 
sightseers, whose time must have been 
totally taken up with steering clear of 
each other. Every portion of the ship 
towhich access was permitted, was crowd- 
ed, so that half an hour before closing 
time the gangways were blocked, much 
to the disgust of several hundred curious 
citizens who were patiently waiting their 
turn on the pier. On that particular 
Sunday afternoon the quartermasters on 
the gangways tallied in no less than 
6,500 of Melbourne's citizens, so that the 
charge of indifference to naval matters 
can searcely be Jaid against Victorians. 
Contraband of War. 

The steamer Beckenham, owned by 
Watts of london, recently arrived here 
from Kobe to lout for South African 
ports, Her last engegement was to run 
4 part of cargo of explosives, principally 
cordite ammnnition, on behalf of the 
Japanese Government. ‘The ammunition 
was mainly intended for the uso of the 
purchased cruisers Nisshin and Kasuga, 
The Beckenham took her departure from 
an English port shortly after the out- 
break of war, and was 67 days on tho 
road, before she finally delivered her 
valuable cargo consigned safely at the 
Kare Arsenal in the Inland Sea, Most 
elaborate precautions had been devised to 
secure the vessel’s safety en route, She 
proceeded vid the Cape instead of using 
the regular route through the Canal. No 
stops were made at any coaling port, as 
sho left with 3,600 tons of fuel stowe 
in bunkers and hatches. The track 
agreed upon necessitated the covering 
‘of some 16,000 miles, being 6,000 in 
excess of the distance by the regular 
route. Captain Raeburn states that the 
long trip was tedious and dovoid of in- 
cident worthy of note; but he learnt on 
arrival that he passed Madeira about the 
same time as Russian cruisers were known 
to have been in tho vicinity. It is r 
ported that information as to the vessel 
cargo and destination leaked out previous 
to her departure, so further to disguise 
her identity the colour of the funnel w 
altered after sho put to sea, and in addi 
tion the name was remov 
bows. ‘The owners ran no risk in charter- 
ing the ship, as the Japanese Goverament 
fully indemnified in the event of seizuro 
by Russian war vessels. The captain 
states that he met half a dozen other 
shipmasters at Kobe whose vessels had 
just completed similar charters from 
Boston, New York, and elsewhere, 

A New Zealand Landslip. 

‘A serious landslip, involving the loss of 
eight lives, occurred in the Greymouth 
district of New Zealand on the 25th of 
May. The slip occurred at 2.30 am.

His Honour accepted plaintiffs’ 
evidence and held that they had madé 
out a good case. He, therefore, awarded 
them the sum of £1,250 with costs. Ont 
of thesum the owners’ share was £416, 
the master was to receive £205, chiet 
mate £100, whilst the remainder was 
divided amongst the crew. The vessel 
has since been repaired and after a four 
months’ detention proceeded on her voy- 
age to Honolulu vid Newcastle. 
Maritiine Notes, 

The local manager of the Union Steam- 
ship Co. of New Zealatid hag received 
edble advice of the latnch of the first 
turbine steamer for the Australian trade. 
‘The vessel, whith is named the Loongatia, 
is designed for the expréss mail dnd 
passenger servies between Melbourne 
and Launceston (Tasmania). The new 
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[pany stipulates for a 17-ktiot spéed, as 
compared with the present 14-knot 
service, and is to be tri-weekly instead of 
|bi-weekly us at present: The- Company 
liave arranged for tlie Loongana to com- 
mence {running in September next. A 
novelty in the shape of a “ tea” room will 
bea feature of the wew steamer. The 
apartment, which is of ample dimensions, 
is on the main deck, and is intended for 
the use of passengers who prefer a cup of 
tea or coffee with bread and butter or 
cake to aheavy breakfast in the saloon 
after a tempestuous night. 

A remarkable explosion recently oc- 
curred in the engine room of the steamer 
Coolgardie, employed in the Sydney- 
Fromantle coasting trade. ‘The steamer 
had only cleared Sydney Heads about 
half an hour when the explosion took 
place in the refrigerating room placed just 
off the rit éiigitie room. For some 
half-hour entrance was _ impossible 
owing to the pungency of the 
monia fumes. When access was possible 
it was found that the greaser in attend- 
ance had been killed, every bone in his 
body being broken. ‘The explosion had 
occurréd in thé brine tank, the cover of 
which had been blown off; it wis held in 
its place by 60 bolts of 5/8 inch thickness, 
all of which had been shattered. The 
vessel returned to port immediately, 
where a closer examination was made. 
At a subsoquent meeting of the Mel 
bourne marine board the engineer's 
representative moved that an inquiry be 
held locally, as the vessel is Melbourne- 
owned, and on account of the cause of 
the accident being unknown in enyineor- 
ing.

Selling a Duke's Relics. 

Great interest is being evinced in the 
sale of the plate, miniatures, and other 
relies of the late Duke of Cambridge 
which commenced: last Tnesday at Cris- 
tie’s and will continue for the next few 
days. ‘Tiere seems to be a very genoral 
opinion that ‘as the Duke was so near 
tho throne some of the articles at 
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least should have been bought in, either 
by the Government or the Trustees of 
the Victoria aid Albert Museum, and 
have become national property. One 
cannot lielp feeling very strongly that 
such items as “a silver salver, engraved 
on its back ‘Augusta Duchess of Cam- 
bridge to her beloved husband Adolphus 
Frederick Duke of Cambridge’—birthday 
gift 24th February 1826” should never 
have appearod in an auction catalogue. 
On the whole so far, I believe, the silver 
gilé collection which is very fine has 
fetched the highest prices. The canteen 
set used by the Duke in the Crimean 
War, which fetched £120, is said to have 
been bought in for the Princoss of Wales, 
and it is believed that his Majesty the 
King, who was present in the rooms for 
a short time on Tuesday, has likewise 
been among the purchasers. As for the 
sale of the household effects which took 
place at Gloncester House last one 
sees articles in prominent positions in 
numbers of second-hand furniture-shops 
marked “From the Gloucester House 
sale, the property of the late Duke of 
Cambridge.” From someone who at- 
tended the sale I heard that most of the 
furniture was very old and shabby and 
many of the things wore almost given 
away, so I expect the dealers will reap 
rich profits.

‘A great deal of the tide-water is made 
useless for scour by the numerous mud 
fats, piles, and other obstractions along 
the river banks. ‘The flood tide as it 
's spreads over these numerous mud 
fats and the water becomes more or le 
still. The particles of mud containoi 
therein then settle, consequently there is 
continuous growth on these mad flats. 
Piled wharves, such as the Shanghai and 
Hongkew Wharf and others, cause a still 
water underneath from which there is a 
deposit. going on constantly. Go on the 
lower platform under these wharves at 
any time after the water has fallen, 
and the silt will be seen on the planks. 
The ragged stone slope front to the 
Settlement from the garden bridge to the 
Yangkingpang creck 1s also a cause of 
silt. It is always still water over this 
slope and naturally there is a sediment 
left from every flood tide. Walk along 
there at any time as the water is falling 
and, it is seen, the little wash from 
steam-launches' washes the silt off the 
stones and it settles just below them, 
consequently the bank is constantly 
creeping out. As evidence, look at the 
dredging required to keep the pontoons 
afloat. 

In passing I will say that this frontage 
is a disgrace to this Settlement ; thore is 
no city or town in Europo with halt the 
pretensions of Shanghai where such a 
state of affairs would be tolerated. 
This ragged stone slope is a receptacle for 
all the muck and garbage from the 
city and harbour specially when the wind 
is from the eastward,

minimum, It must be remembered that 
silt only takes placo in still or slack 
water. ‘The stronger the current the 
more sediment there is suspended in the 
water in such a river as this, and natar- 
ally the more scour. So the point is not 
to retard the velocity of the tide in the 
method of bunding or by giving too much 
slope to the river bank. 

I have not marked the plan you sent 
me but have done so on another on the 
lines of do Rijke’s No. IL scheme from 
memory, as I have lost the plan I had. 

Of course no scheme could be carried 
out without the aid of an expert on such 
matters. 

Mr. de Rijke’s first report is now about 
thirty years’ old and nothing is yet done. 
In iny opinion the riparian’ owners 
and others are justified in bringing this 
matter forward as a means to an end; 
and if the riparian owners do score 
somewhat by the scheme proposed, why 
should they not? ‘The signatories to the 
scheme are a good representative body 
of the best business men of this port. 
Where they score the community 
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participates, though to some. it may 
not appear so; it is true nevertheless. 

The reason for the delay in taking in 
hand this great and necossary work is 
doubtless the fact that it is an interna- 
tional matter, which in itself issufficient to 
retard any great and useful undertaking, 
as history proves. In such matters there 
is. generally. some one person who wants 
to pull the wires, but as it happens in the 
particular case under consideration it is: 
not marionettes that are working but 
practical men of business. 

‘However, it is gratifying to know that

will in a fow years be cut off from the 
soa unless by s crook, if the matter under 
consideration is not speodily taken in hand, 
and aro anxious to avert such a calamity ; 
consequently are willing to undertake 
a:portion of the work themselves and per- 
haps thereby put a little enthusiasm and 
common-sense in the powers that be, be 
they Europeans or Chinese, At loast this 
is tho view I take of it. 

The permanent work at Woosung 
specially from the light-house to the Red 
Buoy, as suggested by de Rijke, is a most 
important part of the work’ required. 
When completod a greater volume of 
flood tide, which is absolutely necessary 
if the current is expected to scour out a 
channel, will be brought up the Huangpu, 

Tho junk channel on do Rijke's lines 
would donbtless require somo assistance, 
as would also the river near the convex 
banks, but that portion near the concave 
banks would require but little assistance 
by dredging. Cut away Pheasant Point, 
block up the ship channel after a chan 
nel is cut through the other, prevent the 
banks !from washing away by bunding 
and other works, and doubtless the do- 
sired ond will bo attained. 

Tho idea of confining the waterway to 
a natural limit or area is in my opinion 
the only way to make a success of con- 
serving the Huangpu. This a noticeable 
fact on the Yangtze, and naturally must 
apply to the Huangpu. All the shoalest 
parts of the Yangtzo aro where the river 
bod is too wide and intersected with 
lands, such as Wade Island, Oliphant Is. 
lands, Hunter Island, Sunday Island, and 
many others: This isbrought about by the 
naturo of the alluvial soil, which is mostly 
of a sandy nature and easily moved by 
the action of the current. In all parts 
of the Yangtze where the banks of the 
river aro of a more solid nature, the 
water has cut itself a channel” with 
area just sufticient to carry off the usual 
volume of water. In these parts there 
is usually no change in the river bed, 
and the channel is always good. The 
same natural fact applies higher up 
amongst the gorges; the continuous 
current has cut away ‘the soft lime and 
sandstone till it has found the natural 
area required. Where the substance 
of the rock is so hard as to resist the 
action of the current, there rapids are 
formed. 

It is noticeable in de Rijke’s reports how 
strongly he dwells on the required 
area for a given quantity of water to pass 
through as at Gough Island ; here the two 
channels are very much wider than they 
wore in 1874, yet the area is about the 
same, or may be less, then it was thirty 
years ago. 

‘There certainly can be no two opinions 
on the fact that the Huangpu is gradually 
and surely closing.and this process will 
naturally take place in the upper reaches

first; and the time will come when the 
Huangpu will be but a creek, unless such 
works as proposed are soon effectually 
carried out. The longer the delay the 
greater the cost will be. 

Vice-Admiral Parker reported in June 
1842 on the capture of Shanghai by the 
British that H. M. ships Phlegethon, 
Medusa, and Nemesis succeeded in as- 
cending this river forty-seven miles above 
Shanghai ; how far could they go to-day ? 

The signatories to this conservancy 
scheme deserves well of this community 
and should command the active support 
necessary to carry out this great work. 

Hoping your united efforts will be 
crowned with success.

ILE. Li Ching-hsi,

yang, the capital of Kueichon province, 
on the 20th instant, for his new post at 
Kueilin, His Excellency will first call 
at Shanghai en route, travelling overland 
by way of Hunan and Hupeh provinces, 
and take steamer for this port at Han- 
kow (Hupeh province). Governor Li 
will probably make a short stay in 
Shanghai before proceeding by steamer 
to Canton. 

A Native Report trom Chefoo 

states that owing to the Russian troops

A Tiontsin dispatch states that Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-k'ai_ is sending forty more 
students to Japan to finish their 
modern education. Twenty of these 
students are already far enough advanced 
to enter the higher colleges in. Japan, 
while the other twenty are to take up 
special studies. They have been selected 
from the various “Middle” schools, 
established by Imperial command in the 
several profectural cities of Chihli pro- 
vince, and the district magistrate of the 
town to which each student belongs has 
to bear his expenses while in Japan, at 
the rate of $400 per capita per annum, 
the money being, of course, taken from 
the Government funds in’ each magis- 
trate's hands. It is computed that there 
are now at the least computation 1,200 
Chinese students in Japan hailing from 
nearly every provinco of the Empire,

A Step in the Right Direction.

Preparing for Retreat. 

Chinese dispatches from Mukden state 
that the Russians have been lately active- 
ly engaged in constructing somi-por- 
manent defences at a place called Mao- 
shan, about three miles and a-half south of 
{t is statod that the Russians 
aking a determined stand at 
Maoshan in the event of being compelled 
to evacuate Liaoyang. ‘They have con- 
structed no-less than fourteen forts on 
Maoshan which is furthor protected by 
ines of trenches, wire entanglements and 
cheveaux-de-friso, otc., but'so far no guns 
have been mounted—apparently these 
are expected either from Liaoyang or 
Mukden. A little to the southwest of Mao- 
shan, at a place called Maféngkou, several 
lines of covered trenches connecting with 
‘one another have been dug, capable of 
holding some seven or eight thousand 
men. Here however, on one or two 
elevated points there have been con- 
structed several small semi-permanent 
forts which are armed with quick-firers, 
but as far as can be learned, there are 
not more than four to each fort.

Viceroy of the Two Kuang provinces, 
it is stated in a Poking letter, telo- 
graphed to the Throne himself concern- 
ing the revolt of the troops at Liuchon, 
Kuangsi province, with all details, and 
in accusing himsolf of having failed in 
keeping due watchfulness over bis troops 
in Kuangsi asked to - be. severely. 
punished by the Throne, In accordance, 
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therefore, with the custom from time 
immemorial in such cases, a decree 
was at once issued depriving Vicoroy 
‘Tsén of his rank and titles but keoping 
him in office with the command that he 
himself hoad the army which is to sup- 
press the mutineers. With reference to 
this revolt, it is stated that the mutineers 
took from the Government stores 5,000 
stand of magazine rifles, 600 cases of 
ammunition for them, and over Tis. 
200,000 from the military chest. Both 
‘Vicoroys Chang Chih-tung and Wei Kang- 
tung and the Governor of Hunan have 
sont off post haste troops to Kuangsi to 
assist Vicoroy Tsén. 


A Serious State of Affairs. 

‘A telegram received from Canton, 
yesterday, by a high Chinese Mandarin 
in Shanghai, reports tho capture by tho 
Kuangsi rebels, assisted by the revolted 
troops, on Friday, tho 22nd instant, of 
the city of Yungfu, only one day's march, 
or twenty-two miles from Kueilin, the 
provincial capital of Kuangsi, in which 
city aro the Governor, (Ko Féng-shih) 
and the Provincial Treasurer and Judge, 
who have among them only 600 men 
indifferently armed. It is stated that 
leaving these 600 men aside, thero 
is not a single soldier in Kueilin, 
owing to the action of the Gove 
nor in putting all the troops, inten 
ed for the protection of the provincial 
capital at Liuchou, hence Kueilin is ab- 
solutoly dofenceless. As was their custom, 
in the taking, Liuchou, the revolted 
troops, who are said to number 11,000 
men, massacred all the officials of the city 
of Yungfu. Greatanxicty is felt at Canton 
for the fato of Kueilin as the Hukuang 
and Liangkiang reinforcoments will take 
at least three weeks to get to Kuangsi.

Preparing for Emergencies, 
Knowing the propensity of the Rus- 
sians to sot fire to towns which 
the exigencies of war compel them to 
abandon to a victorious enemy (vide 
Antung and other towns), the Tartar 
Genoral of Mukden, in’ conjunction 
with what has beon left so far of the 
gontry of that city, has been lately actively 
Preparing for service a large number 
of firo-engines manipulated by hand in 
caso tho Russians start a conflagration in 
Mukden when they retreat Harbinward. 


Drought in Hupeh. 


A Wuchang dispatch states that the 
authorities of that city are getting anxious 
on account of the long drought which has 
lately been “felt in Hupeh province, in 
consequence of which a fast of three days 
was proclaimed the other day by Viceroy 
Chang Chih-tung, who also prohibited the 
slaying of animal life for food. If the 
Grought continues much longer, it is 
feared that there will be a famine in some 
portions of the Huknang provinces this 
winter. 


Military Students to go to Japan. 


It having transpired that there are 
only few officers, comparatively speaking, 
in the Chinese Army who have had a 
thorough modern military education, the 
Army Reorganisation Department in 
Peking has sont instructions to all the 
Vicoroys and Governors of provinces to 
sond without delay young men to Japan 
to study in the Military Acadeinies of 
that country. A Nanking letter states in 
this connection that Viceroy Wei Kuang- 
tao has already selected ten young cadets 
to goto Japan and that Viceroy Chang 
is going to do the same. 





27th July. 
‘H.LM. Kuang Hsu's Health. 

The other day we chronicled in these 
“Notes” that his Majesty the Emperor 
had been taken ill with the usual summer 
complaints. A Peking dispatch, dated 
the 18th inst., now states that his Majesty 
has recovered from his indisposition and 
in acknowledgment of the work of the 
Imperial physicians has rewarded some 
of them. 

A Severe Hailstorm 

visited the district of Mihsien, Honan 
province, about a month ago and entirely 
destroyed the millet and flax crops within 
aradius of nine miles of that city, so 
that there is much anxiety felt by 
the people there with regard to their 
tenance next winter. Muhsien i 
sixty miles to the south-west of K‘aiféng, 
the capital of Honan province. 
Anti-Christian Riots in Kiangsi. 

The “ Universal Gazette” states that on 
the 21st of June last a mob, led by a man 
named Kung, started an anti-Christian 
riot at a place called T‘angpu, district of 
Hsinchang, Juichou prefecture, Kiangsi 
province, during which a chapel was torn 
down by the mob, who also are reported 
to have beaten to death several converts, 
besides plundering a number of housos’ 
belonging to the ians of that town. 
Liangkiang Reinforcements for 

Kuangsi. 

A Nanking dispatch states that Viceroy 
Wei Kuang-tao has sent nearly 5,000 
men to reinforce the Two Kuang troops 
in suppressing the rebellion there. The 
majority of these Liangkiang reinforce- 
ments have hitherto been stationed in 
the cities along the Grand Canal, and are 
said to be among tho best to be had in 
‘the Liangkiang provinces. 

Japanese in Newchwang. 

The “ Universal Gazette” publishes a 
telegram received from Chefoo reporting 
the entrance of Japanese ‘troops into 
Newchwang at 2 am. yesterday. Pro- 
vious to this, says a dispatch received by 
another native paper, the patrolling of 
the Chinese quarters of Newchwang was 
done by a body of armed men engaged 
by tho Chinese Protection Society of that 
city, an association composed of native 
merchants. 

















28th July. 
‘The Occupation of Newchwang. 

Tho “Sinwenpao” states that the 
Japanese forces entered the port of New- 
chwang (Yinkou) on Monday, the 25th 
instant, at 5 p.m. and that’ although 
the dragon flag was flying over 
the Chineso Imperial Maritime Custom 
House, when the Japanese arrived—it 
having been hoisted as soon as the 
Russians had abandoned the place—the 
Intter causod tho Chinoso flag to be 
taken down and superseded by the flag of 
the Rising Sun. 

A Chihhsien in Trouble. 

A Hangchow, capital of Chékiang 
province, dispatch states that the Chih. 
hsion, or district magistrate of Kuoian 
hsien, Huchou prefecture, in that pro- 
vinco, has been denounced to the Throne 
jby certain Consors in Peking on the 
charge of currying for the favour of mis- 

ies by coercing the inhabitants of 
Kueianbsien into selling ancestral land to 
the missionaries, much against the wishes 
of the former. Governor Nich of Hang- 
chow has therefore been commanded by 
special decree to investigate and settle 
matters to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. Furthermore, the Western 
adage that “ it never rains but it pours,” 

















or as the Chineso old proverb goos— 
“with the unlucky man, when his 
house springs aleak the chances aro 
that a heavy rain reaching far into the 
night comes on, while if travelling by 
boat he is sure’ to encounter a strong 
hoad wind "—is agein exemplified in tho 
case of tho unlucky district magistrate of 
Kueianhsien, whose name by the way 
Chu Mou-tsing. Tt has transpired that a 
treasure boat loaded with shoes of sycee 
belonging to Huchon silk merchants, was 
robbed the other day while passing 
through the jurisdiction of Kueianhsion, 
by pirates, who carried off something 
like Tis. 100,000 in silver and bankdrafts as 
loot. The money, itasomed, was intended 
for the payment of raw silk purchased by 
the Huchou silk merchants and as the 
piracy occurred within the Kueianhsien 
magistrate’s jurisdiction, he is made 
responsible for it. 

A Step in the Right Direction. 

There are so many native quacks and 
bogus doctors in this province of Kiangsu 
—who number moro, it is averred than 
in any other province of the Empire—and 
so many lives are periodically lost 
through too much dependence on those 
bogus physicians, some of whom aro 
to be practically illiterate, that his 
Excellency Tuan Fang, the new Governor 
of this provinco, has announced his deter- 
mination to remedy matters. This is to 
be effected by the holding of compulsory 
examinations in Soochow (under his 
Excellency’s own eyes with the assistance 
of a select committee composed of woll- 
known and capable physicians) of all who 
hang up signboards announcing to the 
public the fact that they are doctors in 
the various cities of Kiangsu province. 
Those who prove themselves 
examinations to be qualified phy: 
tobe granted each a certificate 
the Governor, or Provi 
and only such as possess a cortificate 
will be allowed to practice in futuro in 
the province. 

The Removal of the Kiangnan 
Arsenal Works. 

A Poking dispatch states that H. E, 
‘ich Liang, Vice-President of the Board 
of War and Vico-Commissioner of the 
Army Reorganisation Bureau, has left 
the Capital for the Yangtze, having beon 
appointed by the Throne to_ visit Ping- 
hsiang, Kiangsi province, and see whether 
it would be advisable to remove to that 
place the works of the present Kiangnan 
Arsenal, near Sicawei. His Excellency 
is also authorised to visit any likely spot 
which may prove to have more advant- 
ages than those offered by Pinghsiang. 
Wo hear that it is proposed to construct 
early next year very extensive works 
especially for the making of magazine 
rifles and smokeless powder.

THE ANNIVERSARY 
OF THE WRECK 
OF THE ILTIS. 


Saturday being the eighth anniversary 
of the wreck of tho German gunboat 
Iitis, an interesting ceremony took plac 
round the memorial monument on. tho 
Bund. At nine’ o'clock about threo 
hundred sailors, belonging to the German 
war vessels now in port, were drawn up 
round the monument. ‘The proceedings 
were opened by the Band of the First 
Bismarck, which played 2 hymn. Vico- 
‘Admiral von Prittwitz then addressed 
the sailors. He explained the object 
of the ceremony—that it was held in 
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memory of the sailors who had given 
their lives for the Fatherland. He 
exhorted the men to be ever ready to 
follow this good example. 

‘The band then played a march, and 
many beautiful wreaths were placed at 
the base of the momnument. Among the 
donors were the Vice-Admiral, the various 
ships’ companies, the German Volunteer 
Company, which turned out in uniform, 
and the company of the present IItis. The 
Captain of the latter (Count Meerscheidt 
Hiilleson) wired from Taku to have a 
wreath put on the monument. Mr. 4. 
Noumann also presented a wreath. After 
this coromony was over the men marched 
past their commander, and thon off the 
ground, and the large crowd which had 
assembled had an opportunity of inspect- 
ing the wreaths. 





THE TRIAL RUN OF 
THE TUCKWO. 





By invitation of Mossrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Co., agents for the Indo- 
China Steam Navigation Co., some 500 
guests, 300 of whom wore Chinese, accom- 
panied the fine new  river-steamer 
‘Tuckwo on her trial run down the 
Huangpu on Saturday afternoon. The 
afternoon was ideal, a pleasant southerly 
wind temporing the heat, and the plea- 
sure of the trip itself was enhanced by 
the attentions of the hosts, who did 
everything for the comfort of their 
guests. With the latter the only regrot 
was that the trip was after all a short 
one. Among them were the Consul- 
Genorals for Great Britain and Japan, the 
Commandant of the §.V.C., and many 
ladies. 

Leaving Hunt's Wharf at 4.15 p.m., 
the Tuckwo crossed the Woosung Bar in 
ten minutes under the hour, having made 
her fourteon knots quite easily. Woo- 
sung anchorage is just now very fully 
ocenpied and the Tuckwo steamed 
first past the American men-of-war, 
then alongside the Germans, and finally 
round the French fleet, having taken 
a close view on the way of the two 
P. & O, stoamers Ballarat and Simla, 
the R. M. S. Empress of China and 
N.-D. L. 8. Prousson. Turning back 
into the Hyangpu, the return in the early 
evening against the tide was taken rather 
more leisurely, it being necessary to slow 
down on several occasions when passing 
through fleets of junks beating up stream. 
‘The wharf was reached at 7.25 p.m., the 
vessel turning splendidly in her own 
length in order to get alongside. The 
Tuckwo, it may be mentioned, was in 
exceptionally good hands, for Captain 
Hogg, who will command her, had the 
assistance on the occasion of Mr. G. 
Mobsby, 0. M. G.,the British Government 
pilot. 

Tt is by now generally known that the 
‘Tuckwo will be the largest steamer plying 
betwoen Shanghai and Hankow, and it is 
difficult to see how one can be built to 
be more comfortable. The full benefit 
of her great beam measurement has been 
utilised in the planning of her state-rooms 
and cabins, which are exceptionally 
roomy. They are grouped about airy 
corridors ori the upper deck and fitted 
with every convenience. Each has its 
electric fan, there are oil-lamps to sup- 
ply any possible failure in the electric 
light, the folding toilet-stands are models 
‘of compactness, and each berth has its 
white mosquito-net. There are no upper 
berths, to be climbed into by ladders, 
‘two beds only being assigned to each 














eabin. Theso aro daintily curtained in 
a Lonis-pattern French erétonne, which 
gives a pretty touch of homoliness to the 
cabins. ‘There aro fourteen in all, includ- 
ing four somewhat larger staterooms. 
The bath-rooms and lavatories are equally 
complete. The first-class saloon, forward, 
is spacious, light and lofty. The colour 
scheme is in greon and cream with gold 
finishing, and with its small round tables, 
it elegant furnishings, its fire-places even, 
it makes quite a picture, especially when, 
ason Saturday, itis the scene of the ship's 
hospitality. Adjoining the saloon at the 
forward end of the upper deck is the 
captain's cabin, where everything is so 
admirably disposed that there seems a 
lot of spare room, oven when space has 
been found for bed, desk, wardrobe, 
‘chairs, table, and cupboards.’ The other 
ship's officers are comfortably quartered 
abaft the funnel, and right aft comes the 
square, handsome smoking room. 

The deck affordsa fine promenade, with 
which the eight life-boats carried scarcely 
intorforo at all. 

On tho lower deck the accommodation 
for Chinese passengers, first, second, and 
third class, ison a correspondingly adequate 
scale. The saloon is, if anything, slightly 
larger than that for foreigners, and is 
fitted with handsome Chinese furniture, 
small tapestry-coverod tables and a 
couple of opium divans. The cabins, each 
holding four berths, are roomy and’ suit- 
ably furnished, fans and electric light 
being placed in each. Thirty first-class 
passengers can be carried. ‘The third 
class are berthed in a spacious sleeping 
saloon, which is fitted with nearly 350 
bunks, and provides accommodation such 
asthis class of passenger has rarely beon 
accustomed to. It is a glorified Salvation 
Army shelter. 

‘Tho principal dimensions of the Tuck- 
wo, which was built in Glasgow, have 
already been given in our columns. Her 
txtromo length is 342 foot, and broadth 
65 fect Ginches. Sho is of 3,850 tons gross 
and 2,355 net tonnage; and is eapablo, 
as was seen on Saturday, of steaming 
14 knots per hour. Her engines are of 
special type, acting from four direct 
cranks and balanced on the Yarrow- 


























Schlich-Tweody system, and her boilers 
will work at a pressure of 180 Ibs. to the 
square inch. 

‘The Tuckwo left on her first trip to 
Hankow on Tuesday. 








POSTAL 
NOTIFICATION NO. 41. 


The great point about the now postal 
tariff, which comes into force on the 1st 
of Septembor next, is that it roverts to 
the great principle of uniformity. The 
preposterous zones are all swept away, 
and there are only two sets of rates as 
far as postage in China is concorned, 
local and domestic. Some rates aro 
very properly raised. It will no longer 
be possible to send a local letter weigh- 
ing half-an-ounce for a }-cent or half-a- 
farthing; the lowest rate will be one 
cent, or a farthing. Single postcards will 
still cost one cent for postage, and donblo 
two cents. Newspapers will be a }-cont 
for every two ounces instead of three 
ounces. Printed matter gonerally will 
be one cent for three ounces or less, two 
cents for 3 to 8 ounces, four cents for 
8 to 16 ounces, eight cents for 16 to 32 
ounces, and 15 cents for 32 to G4 ounces, 
the limit. Samples will be one cont up 
to 3 ounces; two cents for 3 to 8 ounces; 














and four cents for 8 to 12 ounces, the 


stration, five cents simple, 
return receipt. Parcels, 
ten cents for one pound ; fifteen cents for 
1 to 3 pounds; twenty cents for 3 to 6 
pounds; thirty cents for 6 to 11 pound: 
and fifty cents for 11 to 22 pounds. 
Money orders, two cents on the dollar. 
These are all tho Local Post rates, and 
they are decidedly reasonable. 

‘The domestic rates, which means tho 
rate for mail matter between Imperial 
Post Offices in China, however near or 
far, are somewhat highor. ‘The rato for 
letters, per half-ounce, is to be two cents, 
or a halfpenny, half the rato in England. 
Newspapers are to be ono cent for every 
two ounces, the rate by Notification 40 
having varied from one cont to threo 
cents for three ounces. Printed mattor 
generally will be two cents for 3 ounces, 
five cents for 3 to 8 ounces, ten cents for 
8 to 16 ounces, fifteen cents for 16 to 32 
ounces, and thirty cents for 32 to 64 
ounces, the limit. Tho existing rato is 
as high as 24 conts a pound for inter- 
provincial inter-zone. Samples aro to bo 
two cents up to 3 ounces, five conts from 
8 to 8 ounces, and ten conts from 8 to 12 
ounces, the limit ; the oxisting maximum 
rates for the samo woights aro si 
twelve, and twenty-four conts.  Rogis- 
tration and money orders are the samo 
as for the local post. Parcels are to pay 
fifteen conts up to 1 pound, twenty cents 
up to 3 pounds, thirty conts up to 6 
wunds, forty conts up to 11 pounds, and 
Jhty cents up to 22 pounds, the limit 
but parcels over 6 pounds or ono cubic 
foot aro not accepted for places only 
reached by overland couriers, Thoso 
rates compare favourably with the e3 
ing rates, inter-zone _ inter-provincial 
parcels paying until the Ist of September 
fifty conts a pound.

The Summer Conference. 

The twenty-five delegates from Shang 
hai to the Summer Conferenco of the 
Chinese Y.M.C.A. returned from Soochow 
on Tuesday. ‘Tho Conference followed 
the same general plan as the Student 
Summer Conferences in England and the 
United States, and our reprosentative was 
able to gather the following account of 
the proceedings :— 

By invitation of Dr. D. L. Anderson, 
the Conference met in the fine buildings 
‘of Soochow University. Fifty-four ro- 
prosentatives were present from the fol- 
lowing Y.M.C.A.s: Soochow University, 
Zin Ying College, Wayland College, 
Hangchow College, Zeng Sing College, 
Zeo Dih College of Ningpo. From 
Shanghai : St. Jolin’s Collogo, the Anglo- 
Chinese College, the Chinese Central 
Department of the Y.M.C.A., the Lowry 
High School, Medhurst College, and the 
West Gato School. 

‘The Conference was under the loader- 
ship of Mr. R. E. Lewis, and the follow- 
ing gentlemen wero’ prominent as 
speakers: Mr. W. W. Yon, B.A, Mr. 
F.K. Dzau, BA. Mr. ‘T.'T. Wong, Mr. 
H.L. Zia, Rev. B.D. Li, Mv. V. Z. Kao, 
Mr. P. Y. Kong, Rev. F. P. Price, B.A., 
Rey. W. 8. Sweet, Rev. Dr. H. C. DuBoso, 
Mr. W. H. Park, M.D., Mr. D..W. Lyon, 
B.A. Mr. C. H. Robortson, M.E., Mr.

were devoted to the mothods of “Bible

“The evening meetings were held out 
on the campus under a large locust tree 
and were devoted to the subject of the 
evangelisation of China, and the leading 
part which Chinese clergymen, teachers, 
physicians, and men of affairs are to take 
in Chius’s evangelisatio: 

The afternoons wore given over to 
sport. The tennis tournament, parti- 
cipatod in by Chineso and foreigners, was 
won by Mr. 8. E. Chiu of St. John’s. 
‘Tho field sports were of a lively nature, 
and base ball was indulged in.

A CONDEMNED 
CRAN. 





And lo, in my dream, I found myself 
on the shores of a country, where things 
were done ona large scale, But what 
struck my sight was a mighty Crane. 
Now its horizontal Arm at the top was 
absurdly long, and what was worse, the 
further it t onnenea from the body of the 
Crane the heavier it seemed to got, being 
more pondefous at the extremity of the 
Arm than at the angle where it left the 
main trunk. I trembled to be where I 
was, for I thought the heavy projecting 
Arm would certainly tear up the Crane 
by the root, and that I too should be 
destroyed by the giving way of the solid 
earth benoath my feet. Then I began to 
meditate on the folly of making a Crane 
with an Arm out of all proportion to its 
base, And why need it be so made? If 
the Arm must bo long, surely tho body 
and the baso ‘should be proportionately 
strong. I understood, of course, that 
the Arm was mado long, becauso it was 
intended to lift all kinds of goods that 
could be got’ from a long distance, with- 
out saying to whom they might belong, 
or how they might be obtained. But 
then the base of the Crane, though a 
good one, and well buttressed for’ or- 
dinary purposes, did not allow for that. 
It was no doubt an excellent Crane, but 
for the under proportion of its Arm. I 
hurried away as fast as I could, for I was 
suro a foarful catastrophe must happen. 
I was right, for the crash came, What a 
Joss to the owners in timo, in men, and in 
money, and what a loss of reputation for 
the Crano-maker. It meant a loss of ex- 
cellent material: too, which might have 
been used for other purposes. After- 
wards it becamo an ugly sight for the 
passers to and fro to gazo at, to laugh at, 
and to criticise. How observers ridiculed 
the engineers of that country, with the 
Arm of a Crane projecting beyond bounds 
in that inelegant fashion! When the 
crash came, what a loss of life to the men 
at both ends! It created great excite- 
ment, rane correspondents hurried 
from all quarters to the scene of the 





crash. There was distress at the base of ; 
the Crane, and there was terrible suffér-! 
ing at the extremity of the Arm. Homes 
were desolated. Wives were made 
widows. Children became fatherless; 
and lovers rudely deprived of those who 
formed the mainstay of their earthly 
hopes. But the loss was not limited to 
the families of those killed. All persons 
who had property, or interests of any 
kind in the neighbourhood of the Crane, 
or within the circumference of its swing, 
suffered loss, in somo casos of all that 
they had, and so had a right to complain, 
All this and moro than can be told hap- 
pened throngh the folly of making a 
Crane with too long an Arm. Then it 
seemed to me that the government of the 
country, which allowed a Crane with an 
Arm like that to proceed with its opera- 
tions, was criminally responsible and de- 
served censure. Further, that an Inter- 
national Commission should be appointed 
to enquire into Cranes in general, and 
fix the limits of the Arm of @ Cran ; or 
to insist that the Arms of Cranes should 


be more in proportion to their bases. It] p 


seemed, too, that the Engincers of this 
Crane, which had done so much damage, 
should be tried by an International Court 
of Crano-makers, and punished as they 
deserved. And that the designer of the 
Arm of this Crane, whoover he might be, 
deserved to be held up to universal 
oxeeration, and to be so disposed of, with 
all his supporters, helpers, and partners, 
so that they should never be entrusted 
with the making, or working of Cranes of 
any kind whatsoover again. That they 
should be banished for ever from any 
and every undertaking, whore human 
life, and property and national or other 
interests could be by them in any way 
endangored. I hoped, too, that their 
punishmont might be a warning for all 
nations, for the time that was to come. 
So I awoke. 














THE REGISTRATION 
OF TRADE MARKS. 


Experimental Regulations, 

The following Regulations for the Re- 
gistration of Trade Marks to be operated 
experimentally have been proposed by the 
Chinese Government. ‘The British Gov- 
ernment is willing that thoy be put in 
temporary operation after making a few 
unimportant changes; the Japanese Gov- 
ernment raises no objection to them ; and 
the American Government has so far ex- 
pressed no decision :— 

1.—Any one, no matter whether 
Chinese or foreigner, who desires to use 
a trade mark, must first register the 
same according to these Regulations, 

A. special design, inscription, and 
emblem, either all three employed in 
combination, or any one or two of them, 
constitute the essential characteristics of!

18,—The Bureau of Registration shall 
publish ‘Trade Mark Reports from time to 
timo, announcing therein for the informa- 
tion of the public what trade marks have 
boon registered and the circumstances 
connected with the cancellation of any 
rogistration. 

19.—Should any one infringe the right 
to the exclusive use of a trade mark the 
owner thereof may bring suit against the 
offender, who shall be required to pay 
damages if investigation sustain the 
charges made, 

20.—In case of a suit for the infringe- 
ment of a trade mark, if the dofen- 
dunt be a foroigner, the local magistrate 
shall sond a dispatch informing the Con- 
sul of defendant's nationality and shall sit 
with him in a trial of the case. If the 
dofondant be a Chinese, the Consul con- 
cerned shall sond a dispatch informing 
the local magistrate and shall sit with 
hin in a trial of tho If both 
parties to the suit should ho f 
cignors, or if both parties should be Chi- 
nose, immediately upon information being 
given of the infringement, the Court or 
officer having jurisdiction will take action 
as required, so that due protection may 
be given. 

21—Any one guilty of any of the

22.—When on account of the circum- 
stances set forth above such counterfeit 
trade marks, or the instruments used in 
making them are seized and confiscated, 
the goods, receptacles and signs, which 
cannot be distinguished from those bear- 
ing the genuine trade mark: shall all be 
destroyed. 

23.—Application for the registration 
of a trade mark having been made and a 
certificate issued, the merchant, whether 
Chinese or foreigner, shall pay the pre- 
scribed foes as follows:

THE SICAWEL 
OBSERVATORY AND 
THE PROPOSED 
TRAMWAY. 


We have beon asked by the writer to 
publish the following letter, -and do ao 
with pleasu 

Sir,—Though I am completely 
ignorant of the manner in which the 
new negotiations concerning the Shang- 
hai tramways are progressing, I take tho 
opportunity of a few facts, which recent- 
ly came to my knowledge, to. once moro 
call the attention of the public to the 
double or single trolley. 

Two yoars ago, when I urged tho 
importance of adopting precautions in 
the contract with the Tramway Company, 
in order not to disturb the work of the 
Magnetic Observatory, it was answered 
(see “Shanghai Mercury” 19th Sept. p. 6): 

Ist) That, short of installing a double 
trolley system, little beyond the present 
arrangement can be done towards moot- 
ing F. Moidrey’s wishes. ‘Tho arrango- 
ment consisted in “requesting the Com- 

in their power to minimise

It is woll known 
that the Company, if using single trolley,

the force of this argument, the gist of 
which seems to be that, sirico the» work 
of British scientists is froely interfered 
with by British oloctrical ehgineors, I 
should find i al to be disposed of 
in the same way. 

(Brdly) The matter was consequently 
regarded “as one of conflicting interests, 
where the lessor must necessarily suffer, 
and, since the public has decided to have 
tramways, it must remain for the direc- 
tors of the Observatory to take such 
steps as they may find necessary.’ 

‘At the same time the Council very 
courteously acknowledged that our work 
is of considerable public interest. 

No doubt, if thore is any op} 
between the interests of the public and 
ours, ours“are the lesser-and we must 
suffer. But when the public has decided 
to have tramways, it has not decided to 
have that particular kind of tramways 
which will corrode their gas: and water 
pipes, disturb their telephone lines, 
perhaps the time ball service, and render 
impossible a line of work which: is re- 
cognised as having » considerable public 
interest. 
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The conflict betwoen our wishes and 
the servico of the public is an assump- 
tion, and some attempt to show that it is 
a reality is still desired. 

May I now be allowed to produce a 
few recent facts, which show that this 
opinion is not mine alone, and is well 
supported by experience? : 

(a) This is what happened quite lately 
in Japan. I quote the words of Professor 
8. Shinj@, of the Imperial Kioto Univer- 
sity : 

“Yn Kioto there was a singlo-trolley 
system running prior to the establishment 
of tho university and magnetic obser- 
vatory.—It was found that the observa 
tory was disturbed to the amount of 1 or 
2 y, and the Physical Laboratory to the 
amount of 15 to 20 7.’ 

‘Though it was a mistake to have built 
‘an observatory within 4 kilom. (24 
miles) of an oxisting tramway, they, 
howover, “hope to put some restriction 
to the tramway.” 

[I may remark in passing that those 
who contemplate ‘the creation of @ uni 
versity for the Chinese at Shangh: 
thus constituting our town a great it 
tellectual as well as commercial centre, 
will do well to consider whether they 
wish a university with a physical la- 
boratory or not. In the former case, let 
them oppose the single-trolley before i 
too It is evident that, if long- 
existing intorosts cannot be safeguarded 
when the tramway system is still under 

wiasion, a now institution will ro- 
ceive still less protection after the Tram- 
Company has acquired rights and 
taken possession of our soil and subsoil. 
Moroover tho university would be in town 
and not several miles distant as we are: 
the disturbance consequently would be 
many times greater and render futile all 
research in electricity, one of the main 
branches of seience.] 

(b) In Tokio, says Dr. Shinjo, the 
double-trolley system is in operation since 
‘the ond of last ye » Tho members 
representing the Tokio University, the 
Contral Meteorological Observatory, the 



















































ways on the magnetic observator 
and the water and ani pipes. Tho ea 
continued discussion resulted in the 
use of the double trolley-systom 
It is needless to remark 
how fair and rational it was to arcange a 
froe discussion between all the interested 
parties, before making a choice of such 
importance, 

(c) In Cincinnati, Ohio, U. S. A, a 
aimilor,, result was obtained in a 
mewso hat different manner. The tele- 
phone, gas and water companies (there 
is no observatory there) forced the 
tramways to usv the double trolley 
system to prevent the electrolytic 
action on their underground pipes, and 
other disturbances. The Tramway Com- 
pany soon found the system s0 satisfactory 
that they voluntarily extended it to their 
other lines. No doubt, on account of the 
nature of our subsoil, the electrolysis will 
be as great, probably greater here than 
in Cincinnati. 

(a) In Odessa, Russis, the Tramway 
Company was also compelled to instal 
the double trolley, in order to safeguard 
the magnetic service. 

(e) A few months ago, at Nico, France, 
the Tramway Company was fined 94,600 
fr, (£3,784) and costs, for impairing the 
work of the magnetic observatory founded 
on Mont-Gros by M. Bischoffsheim. 
‘The French court evidently considered 
that there was no real opposition between 
an effective magnetic observatory and a 























satisfactory public tramway; otherwise | and joined the army. 


they would have been guilty of gross in- 
justice in condemning the Company for 
‘doing what was a mere necessity. 

Té the public service is not in confict 
with the study of terrestrial magnetism 
in Japan, the United States, Russia, and 
France, why is it considered as evidently 
conflicting on the north side of the Yang- 
king-pang creek ? This isa problem still 
awaiting a solution. 

(f) But Tam ablo to add what is still 
more to the point. Some time ago I was 
in correspondence with a person thorough- 
ly acquainted with the Brush Company 
but whose name I must be excused from 
mentioning. This gentleman agreed with 
me that the Company had no serious ob- 
jection against double trolley, that the 
system could be worked at least as 
economically as the other, but, he said, 
they are not accustomed to use i 

So the great conflict between the inter- 
est of the public and F. Moidrey’s wishes 
can be summed in s few words: “We 
wanted to have the Brush Company and 
the Brush Company was unwilling to im- 
prove their methods.” 

Why the Brush Company was’ chosen 
it is not my business to enquire. But to 
refuse a better and more economical 
method from sheer attachment to routine, 
scarcely agrees with the ordinary notion 
of progress. 

In the letter above quoted, Professor 
8. Shinjo added: “ A magnetic observa- 
tory so highly important and valuable as 
yours, of course ought not to follow the 
instance of our laboratory, but should 
protect itself against the magnetic disturb- 
ance of even 1 7.” 

He means that since Japan has four 
observatories and several universities, if 
one of them cannot take the more 
delicate observations, the others may be 
considered sufficient, whilst in China, 
Sicawoi stands quite slone and imu 
maintain as high an efficiency as is 
possible. Hongkong has no registering 
apparatus. Tho nearest stations op the 
continent aro Irkutsk, which belotigs to 
the Russian Emperor and has consequent- 
ly nothing to fear, but it is very far, and 
Bombay, one of the oldest and noblest 
Royal Observatories the British 
Empire, which will be shut in » few 
months, when the Brush Company begin 
to run theit rolley cars. 

‘Theso few lines will, 
be sufficient to make it cl 
when we ask for protection, it is not to 
the detriment of the public. And if after 
aquarter of a century and moro of con- 

inuous work, the oldest magnetic obser- 
tory in the Far East has to be shut, it 
is not the director who will bear the 
responsibility before the scientific world. 
Nor is it the public of Shanghai, who ask 
indeed for tramways, but not for any 
particular system of tramways.

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THE 
TRIALS OF A WAR 
CORRESPONDENT. 





Now that a certain number of war 
correspondents, including most of those 
whose names are known to the public, 
havo been allowed to leave Tokio for the 
front, it is instructive, not to say illum- 
inating, as to how much -better off they 





will be, to read of the experiences of 
some who had slready preceded them 


Mr. Jack London 
of the Hearst newspapers, writing from 
Antung, then the headquarters of the 
First Japanese Army, thus described one 
phase of his experience : 

“On every side is the military secret. 
The correspondent is hedged around by 
military secrets. He may not movo 
about for fear he will pop on to a mili- 
tary secret, though what he may do with 
a military secret only the Japanese know. 

First, in order to get @ military secrot 
out of the country, he must show it to 
the censor and got permission. ‘This 
obtained, he must dispatch it by Corean 
runners to Pingyang, a couple of hundred 
miles to the south, where it may be 
telegraphed by his agent to Seoul, and 
from there be cabled vi& Japan, to 
paper. But granting that the mi 
secret has survived ali tho vicissitudes of 
the journey to Pingyang and not lost its 
time value,” it is not yot out of the 
country. 

Soven or oight days lator a runnor 
arrives with a note from his Pingyang 
agent telling him that all cables are 
being held up. So the military socrot, 
like the pessant who started for Car- 
cassone, dies unobtrusively of old age on 
the way. 

‘The position of tho correspondent in 
the Japanese Army is the anomalous one 
of intorloper and honoured guest. ‘The 
restrictions that stultify all his efforts 
show the first; the solicitude of his hosts 
shows the socond. If a ski 
demonstration is to bo made, word is 
sont to him to that effect—also, a furthor 
word to the effect that he is to assemble 
with his colleagues at a cortain place and 
proceed and be directed under the man- 
agement of an army officer assigned for 
the purpose. 

He is furthor warned that neither he 
nor his colleagues may go individually. 
Still furthor, he has in his’ mind the pre- 
vious day's instructions from head- 
quarters, as for instance, thoso of 29th 
April, from which I quote the follow- 
ing :-— 

‘.Thore is uo official news to communi- 
cate concerning military operations now 
proceeding or pending.

CAMPAIGN IN 
CHINA. 


Conrripursp. 

‘There isa very earnest campaign against 
‘Americans and American enterprises 
whole now going on in China, which 
to have its centre in Hunsn, or 
‘Hankow, with active foreign agencies in 
Shanghai and elsowhe 

‘The particular comy 
that “The Hunan Gentry” 
opposed to American enterprises in any 
part of China for the development 
of mines and the building of railways. 
Given as their reason, that the American 
investors in the American China Develop- 
ment Company sold a controlling interest 
of its capital stock to French, Belgian, 
‘and other European interests who were 
endeavouring to acquire control of the 
ilway systems of Central China, 
note the contract made by the Chinese 
Government with the Belgians for the 
Poking-Hankow line which has since 
shown the hand of both France and Rus- 
in its mangement. 

Tt is stated that the Southern Viceroys 
‘and other high officials are very bitter 
toward the Americans on this account. 
If this is true—which we cannot our- 
ves believe—such bitterness well serves 

0 purpose of the Belgians and the 
Frongh who are firmly anchored from 

Hankow north, and are striving to secure 

‘an absolute monopoly for the exploitation 

of concessions for railways and mines in 

tho Province of Hunan. 

‘Only a few weoks ago 
Ministor at Peking made 
‘a line of railway from 
main line in Hunan, in » south-westerly 
Girection, by the large cities, to Chaochou 
on the border of Kueichou, as an in- 
dopondent, Belgian, railway line. This, 
however, had been designated as a 
branch-line, or “ feeder ” of the American 
system. 

Quite a number of European agents 
have been canvassing and exploring the 
Province of Hunan for the past two 
years, or longer. And there have been 

+ organised in the province two very strong 
mining companies, named respectively 
the Fou Hsiang and the Yuen Fang, with 

‘a combined capital of Tis. 3,000,000. 

‘These are apparently all-Chinese, but 

thought to be supported by foreign cap- 













































ital. 
"Thobo companies, through the Isto 
Governor of Hunen, and the Hunan Min. 





ing Bureau, organised what they called 
“The Hunan Mining Company,” and sent 
a petition to Peking fora concession 
which was quiotly worked through by a 
certain member of the Grand Council and 
was sanctioned by the Throne before any- 
one knew of it. The above concession 
takes in all the mineral districts of the 
entire province and for “close-corpora- 
tion” and monopoly commands first prize 
of anything of the kind yet seen in print. 

‘This concession was 0 at variance with 
and in violation of the treaties, particu 
larly with the Treaty of Shanghai, and 
was of such a “close-corporation” nature, 
that when its character and scope were 
discovered a protest was filed by both the 
American Minister and the British Min- 
inter 

Since the filing of these protests it is 
reported that the Chinese Government 
has notified the Hunan Mining Bureau 
that this concession—owing to its plain 
violation of the treaties—eannot be allow- 
ed to stand and that the Hunan Min- 
ing Company cannot continue its opera- 
tions. 

All the foregoing naturally contributes 
tothe anti-foreign feoling among the 
Hunanose, and the enemies to American 














interests in China aro fanning this feel- 
ing. 

‘The intelligent public knows that 
Americans snd the United States 
Government have been among China's 
most faithful friends in recent yoars. It 
is also known that the policy of the State 
Department of the United States has 
saved China from dismemberment upon 
moro than one occasion. 

England, to protect her own interests, 
was obliged to consent to the ides of 
« spheres of influence” when the German- 
Russian-French plan of dividing up China 
‘among themsolves was imminent. — - 

But the last-named Powers did not 
realise the policy of the United States 
until President MoKinley sent his message 
to Congress in which he said that our 
treaty relations with China had not been 
interfered with, and, furthermore, that 
they would not be permitted to be inter- 
fered with. This was warmly seconded by 
England. 

Then began a hasty retreat from the 
“partition” intention to the idea of the 
so-called “ spheres of influence.’ 

‘The concessions granted to Amorican 
and to British corporations in China are 
not at all like those somi-governmental 
ones granted to the Russians, the French, 
the Germans, and the Belgians; theso 
latter being more or less indirectly for 
thé object of securing territory than for 
that of simple investment. 

Such enlightened officials ss viceroys, 
ministers, directors-goneral and gover- 
nors ought to see the force of this. 

‘The bad faith of a few lawyers and 
Wall St. brokers in persuading some of 
the stockholders in the American China 
Development Company to sell the 
majority of their shares in the Company 
during the months of July and August 
1900, while the “reign of terror” known 
‘as the Boxer trouble was rife in Peking, 
is being allowed to place all Americans in 
disrepute. 

The Boxer trouble was itself the real 
foundation of the success of this trick, for 
which all patriotic Americans are made 
to blush. 

But China was responsible for the 
Boxer trouble and at its close found no 
friend so lenient and forgiving as 
America. 

‘Another jpotent reason why some of 
the Americans were the more easily per- 
suaded to soll, was the very fact that 














they had taken up the business as a 
simple investment, and when, in working 
out the details of the contract, the Chi- 
nese refused to allow the branch-lines or 
“feeders” originally intended, or to 
grant the mining privileges as at first in- 
dicated, the contract, as a good or paying 
investment, was thus. so curtailed and 
crippled as to lose its attractiveness and 
interest for American o¢ il. 

For this shortsightodness and failure 
to make a liberal trade, the Chinese are 
themselves to blame. 

Immediately following upon’ this ro- 
fusal of the Chinese to grant the full 
privileges attaching to the contract, of 
which the Americans had, in the begin- 
ning of the negotiations, been assured, 
came the horror of the Boxer trouble 
which shocked the world and tried the 
faith of the firmest believers in a great 
future of development of Chins. 

‘Are Americans then to bo excluded 
from commercial enterprises in China on 
account of this one charge whose cause 
was brought about by the Chinese them- 
solves ? 

‘To further show how the game was play- 
edin New York to buy this stock we quote 
from a letter, written at the time from 
one of the officers of the managing and 
advisory counsel, as follows: “I havi 
therefore, made a combination with all 
the principal financial institutions of 
England, Germany, Franco, Belgium, 
and Russia to take the thing up. The 
representatives (these were Col. Thys 
and M. Derolder, King Leopold’s Agents) 
of that Syndicate have been here (New 
York) for a woek. 

‘The above statement, as a whole, is 
not true, for the only “principal” buyer 
war King Leopold, through the aforesaid 
agents.

Now York, San Francisco, and Seattle 
are largely composed of the great busi- 
noas interests of America and are holding 
regular meetings educating the people to 
‘an active realisation of the great com- 
mercial interests that lie between America 
and China. 

For the benefit of “Tho Hunan G 
try” who seem to believe that America 
are unfaithful, and fickle in their policy 
toward China, we quote in part from an 
article in an American paper: “ All 
Americans who have paid attention to 
what has been going on in the Far East 
must be proud of the work of humanity 
and decency we have just been accom- 
plishing there, and grateful to the official 
who has enabled us to perform it. ‘That 
official is, of course, the Secretary of 
State. It isa pleasure to seo that the 
British, and indeed the goneral European 
Press, ‘gives him the credit of enabling 
Europe to extricate itself from a situa- 
tion humiliating to China, injurious to the 
Powers concerned, and dangerous to the 
peace of the world. 

“The action which Mr, Hay has in- 
auced the Powers to take, in the agree- 
ment to evacuate Tientsin, is the more 
gratifying becsuso it is in the straight 
Tine of the policy we marked out for our- 
selvesin 1900. We refrained from the uso 
of force until force was obviously necos- 
sary for the protection of ‘our nationals 
‘and our interests, wo strictly limited our 
use of it to those purposes, and, when 
they bad been accomplished, we ceased to 
use it and withdrew our troops. 

“Tt must be that our treatment of 
China will incline tho Chinese to ‘pre- 
ferential dealing’ with us -rather than 
with nations which have not treated 
them so well, and that we shall reap 
advantages from our good behaviour. 
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But it would be absurd to prétond that|as to Russia's policy in Manchuri, Mr. | capitalists, Application shall alto be 


our treatment of China was motived by 
interest. It was evidently instigated by 
the same spirit of justice and kinduess 
by which the work of the State Depart- 
mont under Mr. Hay has been animated, 
‘nd that goes near to making his 
own description of the Golden Rule as 
tho basis of American diplomacy.” 

‘The official and mereantile interests of 
China ought to realise the wisdom of 
this precept of the Golden Rule. 

And again we quote from a later paper, 
but written before the outbreak of the 
present war. However, as the foreign 
policy of the United States continues to 
be of the same character, the article is 
atill in point. 

“When the Boxer troubles broke out 
in China Me. Hay showed a farsighted- 
ness not shared by the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of any other country. Com- 
munication with the Legations was cut 
off, and most alarming reports were 
reaching the public ear the world over. 
Mr. Hay took the optimi 
accepted as credible what limited assur- 
ances came out of China as to the safety 
ofthe Legations and of a disposition on 
the part of the Imperial Government to 
dofend them as best it could under the 
circumstances, in which Minister Wu 
‘Ting-fang ably supported: him. When 
the time came for settling damage 
accounts he remained China’s friend, and, 
in that capacity, throw himself across the 
path’of any proposed partition of the old 
empire, Some of ‘the European govern- 























ments, which had been compelled to go to 
Peking, made their cause of complaint an 

policy of torritorialaggrand- 
Hay, having found 


excuse for a 
isement. But Mr. 
his'opportunity, mad 
emphi 
tenance ofthe open door policy. Ho 
not only accomplished the first legitimate 
object of any intervention—the protec- 
tion of our commercial interests in China— 
but by his manner of doing it was able to 
Prevent partition. His right to interfere 
grew out of the fact that American rights 
and privileges in China wore based upon 
troaty stipulations. 

“The European nations having‘ sphores 
of influence’ therehad acquired a foothold 
through concessions made by the Imperial 
Government that they might have est- 
ablished in the territories ‘leased’ to them 
their own Custom-house for the collection 
of revenue, and in time gradually absorb. 
ed most of the agencies of government. 

“Sooretary Hay opposed this plan at 
its inception, maintaining thatthe thinese 
should exercise the functions of territorial 
ownership, such as the collection of re- 
venue. Ho also demanded equal rights 
for the citizens of the United States with 
those of ‘subjects to Germany in the 
Gorman sphere of influence, with British 
subjects in the British’ sphero, ote. 
The success of this policy’ has 
been notable. It nipped the partition 
Project in the bud, and preserved the 
right, in China not only of the United 
States, but of every other nation havi 
treaties with that country defining its 
commercial status, 

“ Asa result of the Russian intervention 
st the time of the Boxer riots and the 
friction growing out of them, it came to 
pass that Russia occupied’ Manchuria, 

Gotting into this territory and obtaining 
the big 3 hand over the Chinese Govern. 
ment, the Russians went to work to make 
the Chinese agree to confer certain 
privileges upon them that would have been 
exclusive, 

“When this became so apparont that 
the whole world was fairly convinced 


























‘Hay pointed out the fact that. any 
ment by which China conceded to Russia, 
or any Russian corporation or company, 
exclusive rights or privileges in opening 
mines or building railroads, or the like, 
must be regarded as a sorious matter by 
the United States. Ho could not say 
how other Governments would regard it, 
but did emphasise the principle that the 
negotiation of a monopoly by Russia with 
China was a breach of the stipulation 
between China and the foreign powers 
and a breach of Russia’s promiso re- 
garding the open door. 

“ Asa result of his protest, the Govern. 
ments of Russia and China put thoi 
heads together and concluded that they 
would say that thoy were not making any 
such efforts; that China was not on the 












es; and, further, that 
osition to closo Man- 
churia to the trade of other countries. 
“The newspapers have much 
abouts ‘ pledge’ given by Russia to the 
United States that she would evacuate 
Manchuria on the 8th October last. 
Russia did not make a pledge in so many 
words, but did give our Government to 
understand that sho intended to got out 
of Manchuria; that she did. not intend 
to secure any exclusive monopolies or 
concessions, and that her tomporary 
control there was solely in the interests 
of her own people. This, of course, 
taken in good faith, clinched the open 
door policy, and afforded another bulwark 
against any combination of Powers to 
divide China, while securing to the 
United States all tho benofits possible 
for any country to have. 

“This appears a great achievement 
When account is taken of the fact that 
Russia has for generations been moving 
in one direction, and nobody has been 
able to stop her. Russia has not. yot 
retired from Manchuria, but she has met 
a check, and she has been given to under- 
stand that the United States Government 
proposes to stand firmly for its rights.” 

Since the publication of the fore- 
going article, Mr. Hay secured the 
opening of Mukden and Antang as troaty 
ports, in the faco of opposition, and, just 
as the present war broke out between 
Russia and Japan, exchanged ratifications 
and appointed Consuls who are now 
‘waiting to take their posts. 

Ho also secured the agreement among 
the other Powers that the area of the 
war shall be confined within the area of 
‘Manchuria, and that, at its close, there 
shall be no dismemberment of China. 

When this war is over another interest- 
ing chapter of the United States foreign 
policy may be written. This is evident 
from the gradual increase of her naval 
squadron in the Far East, 

The offici ina will do well to 
give all of theso things their most 
thoughtful consideration.

FIRST TORPEDO 
ATTACK AT PORT 
ARTHOR. 


LETTER OF A RUSSIAN OFFICER. 

The “ Vossische Zeitung ” of Berlin re- 
cently published an interesting transla- 
tion of the description by a Russian 
officer at Port Arthur of the first torpedo 
attack on the Russian fleet at Port 
Arthur. We translate the account from 
the “ Nichi Nichi ”:- 

Our superiors always told us that there 
would be no war. For the last 
while Japan has been mobilising her 

fleet, carrying out demonstrations, 
purchasing cruisers abroad, and making 
every preparation for war, our watships 
have remained absolutely inactive. Our 
naval officers were clearly informed of 
the situation in Japan. But our authori- 

were quite ignorant of it; or they 
must have pretended not to have seon 
what they saw. 

On the 2nd February (ordinary calen- 
dar), the whole of our fleet was at Port 
‘Arthur, 

On the 5th February, the floot loft and 
was absont for twenty-four hours carrying 
out manouvres. At that time every one 
‘was waiting. for the declaration of war. 
Still the warships wore lying peacefully 
at anchor, close to each other. We wonder- 
ed what they were doing, and somo 
malicious jokes were made at the ox- 
pense of the Russian fleet. 

I know not whence the report came, but 
on the 7th February all tho city was talk- 
ing about the withdrawal of the respoc- 
tive Ministers. Our superiors, however, 
denied the report as unfounded. 

T heard it stated on the same day that 
the whole of the Japanese flest was at 
anchor at Weihaiwei. I do not know 
whether or not this report reached either 
Viceroy Alexeieff or Admiral Starck, but 
if they heard it, they evidently did not 
belive it, for not even a cruiser was dis- 
patched to make enquiries. On the 8th, 
all the warships were still at anchor in 
close formation in the readstead. Their 
boilers were cold, and torpedo netting 


























had been dispensed with. ‘hero was not 


leven a picket-boat om duty. 
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‘The same day, at dawn, a foreiga 
steamer arrived at Port Arthur and 
stayed some four or five hours beside our 
warships, and then left the haroour. No 
one attempted to stop her. I hear that 
several commanders of Japanese torpedo- 
boats wero on the vessel in disguise, and 
they must have noted the positions of 
our warships. 

‘The Japanoso residents withdrew from 
Port Arthur and Vladivostock on the 7th 
and 8th, the Japanese Government 
sending steamers to bring them away. 
Even this fact did not awaken our au- 
thorities, On the 8th, our officers were 
chaffingly discussing the form in whieh 
the declaration of war would be drafted. 
They declared that the Japanese would 
be fools if they did not send ton or twenty 
torpedo-boats to attack us the same night. 
Our fleet was then at anchor in four rows. 
The outermost row consisted of the 
cruisers Askold, Pallada, Diana, and 
Bayan ; the second included the Cesare- 
vitch, Pobieda, Retvisan, Poresviet, and 
Angara, all these ships being placed at 
the intervals between the ships of the 
first row; tho third consisted of the 
Sevastopol, Poltava, and Potropavlovsk ; 
and the fourth of the Gilyak, Novik, and 
Boyarin. Each of the vessols showed its 
right side to the offing. 

Early on that morning our torpedo- 
boats had left for the offing. It was 
stated that they wero going ty carry out 
torpedo attack and defence mancenvres. 
They didnot ratum daring that day. 
At 7.30 p.m. the flagship signalled that 
orders to repel a torpe'lo attack would be 
issued later, but in the meanwhile the 
guns should not be loaded. The fleet was 
to leave for a certain place on the follow- 
ing morning, but orders wero given at 8 
m. that steam should not be made 
ready. Thus none of the warships were 
under full steam during that evening. 

‘Tho night was calm but very dark, and 
tho warships were lit up. One could not 
holp thinking that this was a very good 
opportunity for a torpedo attack. 

Tho following is the statement of a 
naval officer :— 

“ Fifteen minutes had scarcely elapsod 
after I had gone to bed, when I was 
awakened by the unusual shouts of the 
officers on watch and the hureying of 
footsteps on the deck. I listened. The 
noise became louder and louder, and I 
heard the orders, ‘ Trumpet and dram- 
mers, on deck!’ 1 surmised that the 
Commander-in-Chief had arrived for the 
purpose of inspection, and accordingly 
dressed myself. Another order, ‘ Defend, 
torpedo attack!’ was then heard. Just 
as I arrived on the upper deck, a huge 
column of water rose beside the ship and 
a severe shock was felt on board. At 
first there were no men at the guns, but 
in a fow minutes a heavy fire was open- 
ed. 1 saw the sailors carrying their 
garments in bundles. ‘The reason was 
simple. The Commander-in-Chief had 
substituted the signal for “the enemy's 
attack,” which had been in use since 
the time of Peter the Great, by that 
for “ torpedo attack.” As above stated, 
the manoeuvres for a torpedo attack were 
to take place that night, and the crew 
now thought they had been called out 
to take part in them. 

“The Japanese torpedo-boats attacked 
us as if they were wolves admitted into 
‘a flock of sheep. Their torpedoes first 
told on the Cesarevitch and then on the 
Retvisan and Pallada. The torpedo 
which struck the Pallada is said to have 
been aimed at the Bayan, the finest 
cruiser in the Russian Navy. The Japan- 
ese torpedo-boats then calmly withdrew 
without being pursued. Our torpedo- 
























boats, which had left Port Arthur early 
on that morning, hed not yet returned. 

“Some state that four Japanese 
torpedo-boats were destroyed in this 
engagement, but this statement is not 
credible. In fact the Russian warships 
were only awakened by the report of 
the guns discharged by the Cesarevitch. 
They thon lit their searchlights, dazzled 
by which the Russians could see nothing. 
In proof of this, officers on board the 
Cesarevitch state that they did not see 
even a single Japanese torpedo-boat. 
The Chief Gunner of that vessel, how- 
exer, states that he saw several 
Japanese torpedo-bosts and ordered 
fire to be opened on them. Ho 

ww, by the searchlight of the Cesare- 

h_two Japanese torpedo-boats near 
the Askold, but as they had no dis- 
tinguishable lights, he became doubt- 
ful, and was about to give the alarm when 
the searchlight revolved and the boats 
disappeared. Immediately afterwards 
they reappeared within the zone of the 
Askold’s searchlight. Ho hastily called 
the trumpeters and drummers on board 
and the crew were summoned to quarters. 
But it was too late. One of the enemy's 
boats, while lit up by the Askold’s search- 
light, discharged a torpedo at the Cesare- 
vitch, and disappeared in the darkness 
before the crew of the battleship could 
load their guns. The torpedo struck the 
ship and exploded between the turret of 
the 12-in. gan and that of a 6-in. gun. 
‘Tho water rushed in and the ship listed 
heavily. The captain and one of the senior 
officers of the Cesarevitch had retired for 
the night, but on the alarm being given, 
they hurried up on deck. Just at that 
time, the torpedo exploied and they 
were drenched with water. The cap- 
tain ordered a water-tight compartment 
to be opened on the port side of the ship, 
in order to maintain her equilibrium, but 
in vain. TI to make matters worse, 
all the electric lights went out, and only 
a few lamps which had been used during 
the manceuvres shed their feeble light on 
board. ‘The captain then determined to 
chor aud to beach tho ship if 
The ship then received for the 
second time the signal to repulse torpedo 
attack, but the condition of the Cesare- 
vitch made it impossible for her to do 
anything. Sho then signalled, ‘ We are 
in difficulties. Send boats!’ She had 
loft all her boats in the harbour. For- 
tunately, she did not list more than 18 
degrees. 

“Several boats and the Novik came to 
the rescue., The Cesarevitch by that 
ime had restored her electric lights and 
her boilers were also under full steam. 
Tho gallant stokers had gone ‘« their 
posts, in spite of their bolief tuat the 
ship would sink.” 

Viceroy Alexeioff who had caused all 
these disasters was then lying peacefully 
asleep. When his attention was drawn 
to the heavy firing at soa, he replied that 
only mancsuvres wero taking place. The 
report that torpedo-boat mancuvres were 
to take place that night was therefore 
correct. 

The next morning at 8 o'clock the 
Japanese approached the port in order 
to ascertain the results of their attack 
on the previous night—“ Japan Times.” 


HENRY SAVAGE 
LANDOR TO THE 
RESCUE. 
While we are all waiting for news of 


the impending attack upon the Tibetan 
stronghold at Gyangtse, it is interesting to 















































note that that desperate hero, Mr. A. 
Henry Savage-Landor, has been unfolding 
his views on the situation to. an inter- 
viewer at home. His travels in the 
Forbidden Land, we aro told, “give him 
an authority second to no other English- 
speaking man ;” a statement which cheer- 
fully ignores Mr. Rockhill, the Little- 
dales, Captain Bowor, Sven Hedin, Major 
Wellby, Mr. Claude White, Colonel 
Waddell, Captain O'Connor, Colonel 
Younghusband, and other modest people. 
Mr. Landor confided to his interlocutor 
that the Tibet Mission was being bungled 
through lack of tact and coolness. If the 
Government of India really wanted to 
avail themselves of these desirable attri- 
bates, they ought to apply to him. Ho 
would undertake to see the thing through. 
‘Ho explained :-— 








“Some time ago, foreseeing that some 
disaster was coming, I deomed it my duty 


to offer the Government my services for 
no remuneration whatever, and offered 
to go out and place at their disposal 
my knowledge of the country and the 
people. 

“Twas informed that tho presence of 
anyone possessing knowledge of that 
country and its inhabitants would causo 
offence to the leaders of the expedition, 
and no doubt it would, as is evident by 
what is happening. 

“T would personally undertake with only 
300 men of my own selection—but mark, 
they must be of my own selection—to 
reach the Forbidden City without any 
bloodshed worth speaking of aud carry 
on what negotiations have to bo 
carried on. I mean this, and am ready 
to carry it out, if allowed.” 

‘It was uncommonly kind of Mr. Landor 
to offer to get the Government out of 
their difficulties by acting as Envoy Ex- 
traordinary ; but then, as he ingonuously 
adds, “Governments have ways of reason- 
ing of their own.” Mr. Landor is not un- 
known in this country ; we have all road 
of his thrilling adventures before. He 
told the interviewer that he “ reache 
nearer Lhassa than anybody excopt 
the three men who actually got in 
at the beginning of the last century.” 
Now the Littledales penetrated within 
seventy miles of Lhassa before Mr. 
Landor ever set foot in the country, 
and they made no fuss about.it. Sven 
Hedin got within 120 miles of tho 
capital year or twoago. Wo havo still to 
learn how far Mr. Landor’s boast is justi- 
fied. Several other explorers havo seen 
a great doal more of Tibet than Mr. 
Landor ever did in his lonely excursion 
north of the Himalayas; and we venture 
to think tl weral of the officials now 
with the Mission know—despite the mis- 
takes that have been made—far more of 
the character of the Tibetans that Mr. 
Landor can possibly do. Hore is his 
notion of the tactics which he and his 
Three Hundred would pursue if they 
were allowed to take the place of the 
Tibet Field Force. 

“All the bloody battles, if one can call 
them so, we have heard about could 
have been avoided by using a little more 
judgment and keeping a cool head. 
When these same Lhassa troops that 
are now fighting were sent out to 
capture me, they very often rushed my 
camp the same way as they are now 
attacking the Mission, but I never 
even dreamed of wasting one cart- 
ridge on them, I just struck one soldier 
or two on the head or stomach with 
the butt of my rifle, and the rest 
invariably stampeded. ‘The Tibetans, as 
you know, are known all over Asia for 
their incoriceivable cowardice. Contempt 










































for a people like that does, I think, just 
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as well as, if not better than, machine 
guns and shrapnel. It certainly is not 
30 expensive.” ‘ 

Brave fellow! We never heard jab- 
bing a man in the stomach with a rifle- 
butt described as “exercising tact and 
patience” before ; but let that pass. We 
should like to see Mr. Landor told off to 
try his original methods of warfare at 
the head of the storming party at Gyang- 
tse; he would know more about the 
business nd of u rifle afterwards, and 
would not be so prone to talk nonsense 
to interviewers. —* Times of India.”

Sho remember- 
edin March last asking Mr. Armstrong 
to call on Mr. Koop ard tell him that 
‘tho varnishing in her house was very 
badly done. ‘On his return, Mr. Arm- 
atrong said Mr. Koop had asked him to 























call at the painter's and tell him to do 
the revarnishing. A few days later Mr. 
Koop himself called and told witness 
that he had instructed the painter to 
re-do tho varnishing. ‘The house was 
built for witness by Mr. Koop, and when 
this happened witness had already paid 
Mr. Koop. Witness gave no order for 
tho varnishing and Mr, Armstrong had 
no authority to pledge her credit. She 
did not tell Mr. Armstrong to tell the 
painter that if Mr. Koop would not have 
tho work done she would have it done 
horself. 

His Honour said there would bo 
judgment for the defendant. ‘The order 
was given on behalf of Mr. Koop, and 
the latter was the man to pay. On 
plaintiffs om showing, Mr. Armstrong 

ad not contracted as agent for an 
undisclosed principal. Neither had ho 
acted as agent for Mrs. Wilson, nor given 
any undertaking to pay for’ the work 
himself.

Tuspector Bourke said ‘the. defendant 
had become a regular nuisance. 

The. defendant was fined $5, or in the 
alternative seven days’ imprisonment, and 
ordered to be put on board a ship as 
s00n as one could be found for him.

Mrs. Cox v. Mrs. Karrie Asrauam. 


‘The hearing of this caso was resumed, 
‘Mr. Oblinger representing Mrs. Cox. 

In reply to his Worship, Mrs. Abraham 
said she did not appear the previous day 
as she was unable to get an interpreter, 
it being mail day. 

‘Mrs. Cox, sworn, said that on the 14th 
instant after tiffin her husband went to 
work and she was in the house upstairs. 
She heard the bell ringing furiously 
and sent her boy to see who was 
there. The}boy went down, but found 
nobody at the door. Then she went | 
into the house next door to see a. 
friend. She heard a crowd of Chinese} 
outside and also saw Mrs. Abraham 
beating her (witness's) houseboy. Sho 
asked Mrs. Abraham why she was be- 
having in that way, and was told to mind 
her own business. Afterwards witness 
asked her houseboy what was the matter, 
and told Mrs. Abraham that she (wit- 
ness) could punish the houseboy if 
necessary. Mr. Abraham then struck her 
on the back and told her that all ‘the 
Japanese were being killed by the Rus- 
sians and witness ought to die too. Then 
Mrs. Abraham threw a broom and a 
chair at her. 

By Mr. Oblinger—She did not tear 
Mrs. Abraham's clothes or pull her hi 
She was carrying her baby all the time, 
80 it was inpossible for her to do so. All 
the witnosses in Court were present at 
the time, They collected during the row. 

By his Worship—The noise was 
made by Mrs. Abraham, the houseboy, 
and the bystanders. She did not know 
abouta theft committed some time ago. 
She heard about it from Mrs. Abraham's 
mother, but when she said she did not 
know about it, she meant that it had 
nothing to do with the present case. She 
knew that Mrs. Abraham had been to the 
Police Station and that a detective had 
visited the house, The present trouble 
did not arise over the theft. That was a 
very old story. Her servants consisted 
of acook, two small boys, and a ricsha 
coolie. 

Ah Kun, a Chinose neighbour, living 
at 448, Woosung Road, gave evidence 
that her house was next to Mrs. 
Abraham’s. She was at the door of 
her house when the trouble occurred. 
‘She saw Mrs. Cox's boys take a bamboo 
from the front door to the back door. 
Mrs. Cox was not there then. The 
bamboo belonged to Mrs. Abraham. Mrs. 
Cox’s boy snatched it from Mrs. Abra. 
ham’s child because the latter was using 
itto ring Mrs. Cox’s bell. Mrs. Cox's 
boy refused to return the bamboo. Mrs. 
Abraham’s boy then called his mother’ 
who gave a licking to Mrs. Cox’s house- 
‘boy. Then Mrs. Cox appeared on the 
scene and an argument arose. Mrs. Cox 

had her baby inher arms. The language 
used became unpleasant, and then Mrs 
Abraham went into the house and came 
out with a broom and a table, which she 
threw at Mrs. Cox. There were three 
inmates of Mrs. Abraham’s house present. 
Mrs. Cox had the baby in her arms the 
whole-time and did not pull Mrs. Abra- 
ham’s hair. The complainant and de- 
fendant were friends some time ago, but 
quarrelled after a theft. 

His Worship said he did not wish to 
hear any further evidence. He was quite 
satisfied as to how the trouble arose. 
The trouble arose through Mrs. Abra- 
ham’s child ringing Mrs. Cox’s bell, 
whereupon the latter's houseboy took 
away the bamboo from Mrs. Abraham's 
child. The latter called for his mother 




















‘and she cam out and struck:Mrs. Cox’s 
hoaseboy. Then arose the trouble 
Detween the two parties to the action. 
Both summonses would be dismissed, 
and the parties must understand that if 
there was any further complaint fram 
either of them, they would both be called 
upon to find securities for their future 
good behaviour and to keep the peace 
for three months. The reason why he 
did not exact securities now was that it 
would not be fair to make one find securi- 
ties and not make the other do .s0 too. 
He thought the complainant would have 
some difficulty in finding suitable seouri- 
ties and he was loath to. sond her to 
prison without giving her another chance. 

Each party would have to pay her own 
costs, and the complainant would also 
have to pay $3, interpreter's fee.

Arthur Henry Hill was charged with 
being unlawfully in possession of firearms 
whilst drank. 

Inspector Bourke said that at 11.30 
am, a report was made at tho Hongkow 
station that a foreignor was in possession 
of loaded firearms and was firing shots:in 
Woosung Terrace. 

Percy Goddard, constable, said that at 
11.45 he received orders to go to Woosung 
Road, as a foreigner had been discharging 
firearms there. Witness wont in com- 
pany with Det. Kingston. They found 
prisoner in a front room, downstairs, 
close to the verandah with a revolver 
(produced) in his hands. ‘They disarmed 
him and extracted ten bullets from the 
weapon. A smaller unloaded revolver 
was found on the sideboard. Prisoner 
made a rambling statement to the effect 
that he had been attacked: by robbors, 
and had shot. two. They took him to the 
station. Witness did notvhear any shots, 
but the revolver looked as if it had been 
fired recently. 

Accused asked if he could have a copy 
of the written statement as he could not 
remember all that had been said. Had 
witness said that he bought the revolver 
in London or America? He had bought 
it in Vladivostock. 

Detective Kingston said that at 11.45 
a.m. he went to 3, Quinsan Road. Wit- 
ness got into the house over the verandah 
while Goddard went in by tho door. 
Accused seemed very excited. He sai 
both his wife and himself had been at 
tacked by several men and he wanted wi 
nessto go along and arrest these mot 
Witness made enquiries and found 
accused had fired several shots at 1, 
Quinsan Road. Witness picked up a 
bullet (produced) at 2, Quinsan Road. 
Five empty and one loaded cartridges 
were handed him by the occupant of No. 
1, Quinsan Road who showed witness five 
ballet marks on his premises, four. down 
and one upstairs. 

Accused: said the whole statement 
seemed perfectly ‘incredible and. .absurd. 
If there had been hooks in-the wall and 
revolvers attached to them he would 
surely have seen them. As for ‘Mrs. 
Hill touching one, he was.sure.she.would 
not do.so with a pair of-tongs. 

Inspector Bourke said that .accused 
had recently been undertreatment-inithe 
hospital. 

Accused svas remanded in custody. until 
Thureday; in the -meantime a doctor 
was tobe called: upon to examine: into 
his mental condition,

‘This was an action for the recovery 
of Gold $500, which plaintiff alleged was 
due to him for the month of June. Plain- 
tiff in his petition stated that by an agre 
ment dated the 21st day of August 
1902, he was engaged at a salary of 
Gold $500 per month. The agreement was 
drawn up by the Board of Commissioners 
‘of the Canton-Hankow Railway, and was 
signed by Mr. Willis E. Gray, who was 
chairman at the time. 

‘Phe defendants denied that they were 
tho Canton-Hankow Railway, that they 
had anything to do with the agreement, 
that plaintiff ever entered into their 
sorvice, or that they owed him any 
wages whatsoever. Whilst denying that 
there was any agreement between them- 
selves and tbe plaintiff, they submitted 
in the alternative that, if th 
‘any agreement, the terms wer 
the terms of letter dated the 17th March 
1903, the contents of which were com- 
municated to plaintiff. A copy of the 
letter was attached to the Answer. It 
was a letter from Mr. Wm. Barclay 
Parsons, President of the Company, to 
Mr. W. E. Gray, in which he stated that 
the Board of Commissioners had ex- 
cooded their powers by signing the agree- 
ment with Mr. Boyd. and that it was 
only fair to inform him that The 
American China Development Company 
could accept no such terms. Whilst they 
hoped that Mr. Boyd would remain 
with the Company for five years it must 
be understood that he held a confidential 
position as Seoretary of the General 
Manager, and his tenure of office could 
only lest as loug a8 that of his chief. 

‘Mr. F, M. Brooks appeared for the 
plaintiff, Mr. W. A. C. Platt for the de- 
fondants. 

Mr, Brooks road the petition and 
answer, and the documents attached 
thereto. On the 14th April, 1898, he 
said, acontract had been entered into 
between the Chinese Government and 
the defendants, relative to the con- 
struction of the railway between Hankow 
and Canton. On tho 13th July 1900, 
another contract was made betwoen the 
defendants and the Chinese Govern- 
ment, one. of the provisions of 
which was to the offect that as 
the head offices of the defendants were in 
New York there should be in China a 
Board of Commissioners, who should 
havo goneral supervision of the employees, 
Koop the accounts, and fix their salari 
‘The defendants were the real parties 
who were constructing the railway. 

Mr. Brooks called Mr. Kingsford as 
his first witness. 

‘Mr. Kingsford éaid he was the acting 
agent of the defendant company. He 
identified a copy of the contract between 
the defendants and the Chinese Govern- 
ment. He also held the position of 
-chief accountant of the Canton-Hankow 
Railway. The railway belonged to the 
Chinese Government, but was being 
constructed for it by the defendant com- 
pany. Ho was familiar with the con- 
Pract which had been produced. He was 
also familiar with the part which provid- 
ed for the formation of a Board of 































Commissioners. The Board was at pre- 
sent in existence and consisted of 
five members. The functions of the 
Board were described in. the contract 
alluded to. The members of the Board 
of Commissioners who were also mem- 
bers of the America Chine Development 
Co. drew no extra salary for these duties. 
‘The Board had a secretary, who until the 
beginning of May was Mr. Boyd. Wit- 
ness identified the agreement mado 
between the Board and plaintiff, and 
supposed that this was the agree- 
ment under which Mr. Boyd had 
been working. Defendants paid Mr. 
Boyd his salary of Gold $500 per month. 
Witness was not aware that he ever 
recognised plaintiff’ as an official of 
the defendant Company. He recognised 
him as employed by an agreoment with 
the Board of Commissioners. Witness 
sent aletter dated the 5th July declining 
to pay any further salary after the Sth 
June. He identified a. voucher as being 
one of the kind used by Mr. Boyd 
when he received his salary. The 
heading was the America Chins Develop- 
ment Co, and the Hankow-Canton 
Railway Co. Up to the last day of May 
plaintiff was in the employ of the Board 
df Commissioners. He was notified o2 
the 2nd May by witness under the 
authority of a cable sent from New York 
by tho President of the company that he 
was discharged. ‘The telegram notified 
witness that he was not to pay plaintiff 
any more salary. Witness was present 
at the meeting of the Board of Commis- 
sioners held on 2nd May. He 
admitted having said at that meeting 
that he had received a telegram from 
New York which among other things 
said “Discharge Boyd,” and that ho 
believed the reason for this to be that it 
was desired to curtail expenses. He had 
instructed Mr, Boyd that his services as 
an officer of the America China Develop- 
ment Company were no longer required. 

Mr. Brooks called attention to another 
meeting held on the 17th May of which 
which he produced the minutes. At this 
meeting, these said, it was agreed that 

















secretary, until the receipt of the written 
‘vonfirmation of tho telegram. 

Witness admitted tho correctness of 
these minutes, and said that he had not 
given any further notice to Mr. Boyd. 
Another cable from New York said that 
they considered his services to have 
terminated on the 30th April. Witness 
told plaintiff that ho could not give him 
any further salary, as he hed paid him 
for May, but that he was willing to give 
him his ps to Honolulu. Mr. 
Boyd's reply (identified) stated that this 
was clearly in violation of his contract, 
and he refused to give up the office keys 
and hand over the books. Witnoss ad- 
mitted that in the minutes of the meet- 
ing held on the 30th June it appeared 


| that a resolution was passed, resolving 


that Mr. Boyd be discharged, and that 
Miss C. Wallace be appointed secretary. 
Plaintiff was therefore formally discharg- 
ed on the 30th June. The defendant 
company was paying the uew secretary 
her salary. ‘The America China Develop- 
ment Company paid the salaries, but the 
Board of Commissioners had the right to 
say what salaries should be paid. Under 
the provisions of the contract it fixed the 
salaries. Witness had refused to give 
plaintiff his salary for June. He had 
Fever had any complaint about plaintiff, 
he was not discharged because of that. 
‘The New York office only gave the cur- 
tailment of expenses as their reason for 
discharging plaintifi.

Cross-examined by Mr. Platt, witness 
said Mr. Willis E, Gray had ceased to be 
a member of the company. 

Mr. W. P. Boyd, sworn, said that he 
was formerly U. S. Shipping Commissioner 
at Honolulu. He was now secretary of 
the Board of. Commissioners of the 
Canton-Hankow Railway Co., and also 
secretary to the Engineer-in-Chief. 

Witness was present at the meeting of 
the Board of Commissioners on tho 21st 
‘August 1902. 

‘Mr. Brooks read portions of the 
minutes,in which itiwas stated that it had 
been proposed, and carried, that the 
Chairman be empowered to appoint Mr. 
Boyd as secretary to the engineer-in- 
chief, and to the Board, for a term of 
five years. The contract was duly made 
and executed by the Chairman and 
‘Engineer-in-Chief, Mr. Willis E. Gray. 

Witness said that was correct, and that 
‘that contract then signed was the one 
produced in evidence. The defendants 
paid witness his salary, after ho had 
entered into this contracts 

Mr. Brooks produced a lettér from the 
president of the company to Mr. W. E. 
Bray, dated the 10th January 1903, 
seven months affer the dato of the agree- 
ment. It introduced Mr. K. J. Kings 
ford, and said that it would be well 
to have him on the Board in plaintifl’s 
place, but that it was not necessary to 
deprive Mr. Boyd of his position of 
socretary to the Board, in fact the writer 
thought he should continue those duties. 

Witness identified this letter and also 
the one which the defendants mentioned in 
their auswer. Mr. Gray had shown this 
lottor to itness had told 
him that he had entered into a contract 
with the Board of Commissioners and 
had given up a Government position to

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terms of the first Agreoment of 14th 
April 1898 and the second Agreement 
of 13th July 1900, the American 
Company agreed to provide a loan for

order to secure such loan China agreed 
to turn over to tha American Company 
bonds bearing interest at five per cent and 
constituting a first charge on the railway. 
The American Company was to be at 
liberty to sell or hypothecate such bonds. 
in order to put itself in funds to make 
the loan, but China looked to the 
Amoriean Company rlone for the amount 
necessary to construct the line, whatever 
Joss or profit there might be in disposing 
of the bonds Felonged the American Com- 
pany. TheAmerican Company also agreed 
tobuild, equip, aud vporate the line subject 
to certain terms and conditions which it 
is not necessary now to specify, but such 
building, equipment, and construction 
had to be carried out under the sup: 
vision of a Board of Commissioners com- 
posed of two Chinese members, two 
Foreign members and the engineer-in- 
chief of tho Railway. Among other 
powers which this Board possessed was 
the right of appointing all employees -of 
the railway, with the excéption of 
the engineer-in-chief and fixing their 
salaries : the Board had also the right of 
dismissing employees so appointed. This 
right of appointing and dismissing em- 
ployees the Board possessed quite inde- 
pendently of the American Company, 
which Company had not a word to say in 
the matter, except that the salaries, 
had to be paid by the American Com- 
pany. The Board in exercise of the 
powers so conferred on them entered into: 
the Agreement of the 2ist August 1902 
with Mr. Boyd. The American Company 
had no say in the matter, the Agreement 
was not mado directly with them. As 
lawyors would say there was no privity 
of contract between the American Com- 
pany and Mr. Boyd, and therefore the 
latter could not sue the former for breach 




















of contract. If Mr. Boyd allel any 
broach of his contract, hiv * was 
against the Board of Couinuosioners

The Plaintiff in this caso attempted to 
get over this difficulty by alleging that, 
the Board were the nts of the Amer- 
ic i ing the contract 
Boyd, but if the American 
Company had no say whatever in the 
appointment and dismissal of em- 
ployess, how then could it bo suid thes 
the relation of principal and agent! 
existed in such matters between them 
and the Board. What authority 
did the Board derive from the 
American Company? It derived what 
authority it had from the Imperial 
Chinese Railway Administration and the 
American Company never did have any 
authority or power to appoint employees 
of the Railay, The Board therefore 
was not the Agent of the American 
Company and so the latter could not bo 
sued by the plaintiff for any alleged 
breach of nis agreement with the Board. 
His remedy was against the Board, and 
this action should be dismissed on tho 
ground that it was brought a gainst the 
wrong party. Assuming the Court came 
to the conclusion that the Board acted as 
agents for the American Company in 
making this agreement, and that, there- 
fore, the latter could be sued for a breach 
of its terms, counsel contended that the 
original agreoment made by Mr. Boyd 
with the Board on which he was now 
suing, was superseded by another Agr 
ment after the receipt of Mr. Parsons’ 

















letter of the 17th March 1903 addressed to 
Mr. Gray. By that letter Mr. Boyd was Bi 


had no authority to enter in 
vagrecment with him. The question now | 
arose:—“ Had the Bosrd anthority to 
enter into such an agreement?” Under 
Article 6 of the supplemental agreement, 
the Board had authority to appoint ali | 
Employees of the railway with the ex- 
ception of the engineer-in-chief. The 
Board appointed Mr. Boyd as secretary 
to the Board and secretary to the / 
engineer-in-chief. Could it be said that 
the holder of the latter post was an em- 
ployee of the railway, especially when it 
was borne in mind ‘that the Board had 
no power to appoint the engineor-in- 
chief? That was the position which Mr. 
Parsons took up when he wrote that 
letter of the 17th March 1903. The Board 
had the power to appoint its own secre- 
tary, but it had no power to appoint the 
secretary to the engineer-in-chief. Mr. 
Boyd was told that; in other words he 
was told that the Contract he had 
entered into was invalid because the 
party with whom he had contracted 
had’ no authority to do what he 
had undertaken to do in the contract. 
In that same letter Mr. Boyd was 
told that he could remain as secretary 
to Mr. Gray, the engineer-in-chief. 
After this Mr. Boyd continued to act 
as secretary to the engineor-in-chief 
and also as secretary to the Board, but, 
Counsel contended, he did so under a 
new arrangement, he acquiesed in the 
new agreement. He had notice from the 
Amorivan Company that the Board had 
no authority to make this agreemont, 
When Mr. Gray ceased to be engineer- 
in-Chief they were therefore justified in 
torminating plaintiff's agreement. 
Mr. Brooks submitted that this was a 
friendly suit in which there was no ill- 
fooling between the parties as Mr. Kings. 
ford was merely acting under instructions 
from New York. In the contract with 
the Chinese Government provision had 
been made for the appointment of a 
Board of Commissioners. Why was that? 
Because it was necessary to: have some 
one on the spot to supervise the con- 
struction of the railroad. He submitted 
that the Board acted as agents. Their 
duties were the payment of and employ. 
ment of all the employees of the railway 
who were to be absolutely under the con- 
trol of and to have their salaries fixed by 
the Board. What more authority couldbe 
given to them. Mr. Platt had contended { 
that plaintiff had sued the wrong people, 
that he should bave sued the members of 
the Board individually and severally. 
Had plaintiff done so the retort would 
at once have been made that the Board, 
or its members. had never paid plaintiff | 
his salary and that he should have sued 
the people who had paid him. The+ 
Board had the right to employ such 
assistance as would carry out the objects 
forwhich they were working. The contract 
was unanimously adopted by the Board, 
and authority had been given to the 
chairman to sign it. Mr. Boyd worked 
for nearly seven months without anything | 
being said and then Mr. Parsons wrote 
and said that while Mr. Kingsford was 
to take Mr. Boyd's place upon the Board, 
Mr. Boyd was still to remain secretary. 

His Honour said it wes unnecessary to 
argue on the point as to whether Mr. 
Boyd acquiesced in any modification of 
his agreement. 

Mr. Brooks submitted that contracts 
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could not be broken so easily. That Mu. 
Boyd had actually performed services up 
to the 11th July was not denied.

respectively.” Mr. Boyd continued to 
perform his work at the office until July 
Lith, 1904, when the Acting Engineer-in- 
chief instructed him in writing not to enter 
the offices of the Company in the future ; 
to which he replied that he was ready to 
perform any and all duties required of 
him during the unexpired term of his 
contract, On that date Mr. Boyd began 
suit for U. S. gold $500 as due for his 
July salary and set up the contract of 
Anguat 21st, 1902, 

‘The Amorican China Development Co. 
(defendant) donied that it made this con- 
tract or was bound in any way by the 
contract between the Commissioners and 
tho plaintiff and also sot up that that 
contract was amended by the letter of 
March 7th from the President of the 
defendant company to the General Man- 
ager and Engineer-in-chief. 

It is impossible for the Court to_con- 
sider that tke defendant company is not 
bound by the agreement of the Board of 
Commissioners in its appointment of 
employees and fixing their salaries. By 
the terms of the supplemental contract 
which was signed by defendant company 
this power is given to the Board in the 
plain terms I have quoted. The contract 
with Mr. Boyd was authorised by the 
unanimous vote of the Board and was 
approved in its terms and does not 
cover »n unustal time nor rhore than 
seems reasonable under the fact that 


















the company had contracted to complets 
their undertaking in five years. The 
contract with Mr. Boyd provides in 
plain terms for what reasons it may be 
abrogated, none of these are set up or 
alleged but on the contrary the testimony 
of the Acting Agent is that no complaint 
had been made of the manner in which 
Mr. Boyd had performed his duties. 
Mr. Kingsford testifies that he thought 
the only reason the company desired Mr. 
Body's discharge was to curtail expenses. 
Parsons’ letter of March 17th, 1903, eannot 
be held to abrogate orannul ‘the contract 
with Mr. Boyd, as the only evidence 
before the Court shows that Mr. Boyd 
promptly, and to the proper party, refused 
to agree to the modification sought by the 
President of the company, and after that 
refusal, for more than a year the defend- 
ant company continued to pay the salary 
to plaintiff as per contract. It seems, 
therefore, that the defendant company 
acknowledged its liability under this 
contract of employment and paid Mr. 
Boyd his salary thereunder for 22 
months; it alleges no reason but its 
own will for seeking to terminate the 
contract. 

The Court finds for the plaintiff in the 
sum of U. 8. Gold $500 as salary for 
Tune, 1904. Defendant to pay the costs 
of the suit.

WHATEVER may be the ultimate 
outcome of the present belligerent 
attitude towards neutral commerce, 
or of the excitement which certainly 
seems to prevail at home with regard 
to the recent seizures, it must not be 
supposed for a moment that war is 
the only logical outcome of a failure 
to obtain iminediate reparation. 

It is almost axiomatic that in 
modern times ‘here’ are two neces- 
sary ingredients, both of which must 
be found co-existing ina greater or 
less degree, in order to form the 
motive power required to force a 
civilised nation into war. The first 
is the existence of a casus belli and 
the second ig the existence of a mar- 
tial spirit in the coun'ry. If one of 
these ingredients is lacking in force 
the other must be proportionally 
great, but both must be co-existing, 
and in the case’ of the latter the 
necessity for its being a strong or 
apathetic spirit will depend upon 
whether a nation is more or less 


may be to'this proposition, it is cer- 
tain that, as the outcome of the 
modern reluctance to plunge into 
war unnecessarily, many  expedients 
have been deviséd for ‘btinging’pres-

In 
other words the claim that a 
Government ship is to be allowed 
to go bail for neutral ships and 
as it were, guarantee that those 
ships are not engaged, whilst 
under such escort, in any acts, e.g., 
carrying contraband, sailing for a 
blockaded port, engaging in unneu- 
tral service, which would entitle: the | 
belligerent to search them. Such a} 
tight has always been withstood suc- 
cessfully by England, for: the reason 
that experience has taught us that 
such convoying does not in fact 
afford the proposed security. The 

int has been decided as far as 

ngland is concerned in the case of 
the Maria, and the decision of Lord 
Stowell (then Sir William Scott) in 
that case has always beer quoted: as 
good law by all the eminent English 
writers on the subject. ‘The net result 
of that decision is that apart from

A detachment sent from our

made a dash and occupied the entire | 


place. ‘The main force of the enemy | 
retreated northward. ‘The enemy j 
seems to have been the 17th Regi- ! 
ment of Infantry Sharpshooters. At 
this fighting our casualties were one 
Sub-Lieutenant and 8 men killed, 12 
men wouuded. The enemy’s casualties 
uncertain but corpses left on the field 
are 14 and3 prisoners. When our 
detachment commenced attack they 
saw our national ensign posted in the 
Russian camp. 
(2) GENERAL OKU’S 
REPORT. 

Tokio, 27th July. 

The Army for the purpose of at- 
tacking the enemy in the neighbour- 
hood of ‘Taipingling marched on, and 
on the 23rd inst, at 11 a.m. took 
position on the heights south of the 
enemy's camp. The enemy construc 
ted strong defence works taking 
positions on the heights along the 
line of about ten miles east to west 
from a point three and a-half miles 
south of Tashihchian, namely on the 
Hotzulaokou, Taipingling, Chingshih- 
shan, Tienchiatun, and Niuhsinshang 
Hill line. 

Our Army commenced operations 
atdaylight on the 24th. The enemy's 
force consisted of about five Divisions 
and over 100 guns. Our artillery 
could not be used heavily owing to 
the situation of the district. Our 
Army's march being prevented by 
the enemy's fire, fighting was con- 
tinued until twilight when cannonad- 
ing ceased. In this night both op- 
ponent Armies encamping closely 
and in view of two Divisions of enemy 
being present on the Kaiping-Hai- 
chéng Road, we took every precau- 
tion. The right flank of the Army 
made a night attack at 10 p.m. on 
Yaipingling (the left side of the 
enetny and the most important posi- 
tion), and captured the first camp of 
the enemy on the east and west 
sides of that hill aad from miduight 
it attacked the second camp. Other 
detachments on the right flank occu-

occupied by our Army, which is now

tontion and study. ‘The writer, whoever

, who has appropriately chosen as 
motto the words “suum cuique,” has 
a heart that beats in sympathy for the 
working-mon of Germany, whose lot, if 
tho author of the pamphlet before us is 
to bo relied upon, is by no means an 
onviablo one. He maintains in his 
vigorous attack on the evil about which 
ho writos that the working, man has the 
samo dosires, gifts, and knowledge as the 
classes higher in the social scale, and he 
contends that the upper classes aro 
responsible for the depravity, restlessness, 
and discontent of the working classes. 
‘Those who work must not be robbed of 
tho fruits of their labours, otherwiso the 
day of reckoning will come, and the 
industrial and social lifo of the State 
bo utterly destroyed. To avoid this 
calamity all should be ready to study the 
question, and to exert their influence 
and strength to find the right solution of 
the problem.

As the correspondent who sonds 
tho extract remarks, nobody remetubors 
ever reading such language ina St. Pe. 
tersburg paper. Tho words are published, 
it must be borne in mind, under tho eyes 
of the official censors, and with their im- 
primatur. For it is simply impossiblo 
that they could have been passed by in- 
advertence. Their importance cannot 
be denied or bolittled, and we aro told 
that, although the article is rightly ro- 
garded abroad as the most significant 
‘which has appeared, it does not stand 
alone. Columns of equally charactoristio 
cuttings from the Russian Pross, writes 
the Vienna correspondent of the “ Stan- 
dard” are published every day. But 
even if the “Novoe Vremya” stood alone, 
the publication in its pages of an article 
roundly declaring that “our people ought 
to have freedom,” is an event in tho 
history of Europe. ‘There can, in short, 
be no doubt that Russian society from top 
tobottom is at this moment honeyeumbed 
with something very like sedition. Thero 
is evidence that profound discontent ex- 

















ists at the conduct of the war—not to say 
at the war in itself—and criticiem takes a 
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comprehensive sweep, exompting no re- 
sponsible persons, however highly placed, 
from its merciless grasp.

Captain Currie, president of the 
Victorian Marine Board, states that the 
discovery of the real condition of the 
vision of Pilot Dennis of tho Australia 
staggered him, and it is impossible for 
the authorities to neglect the warning, 
which has come in a terrible way.

‘Thus in the event of 
the expected battle turning out so the 
situation cannot but pass from a stage 
of bloodshedding to that of diplomatic 
pourparlers.”

The British boat is also said to be more 
efficient in buoyancy, and is more quickly 
submerged. As to the soa-keeping quali- 
ties of the vessels, a writer points out 
that the British vessels have behaved 
woll in bad weather off the Lizard, while 
the French boats have been_mancouvred 
off Cherbourg, Brest, and Lorient in a 
considerable sea. He suggests, however, 
that bilge-keels might check rolling and 
improve the comfort of the crew. The 
vertical sides of the uppor part of the 
hull adopted in the French ‘Triton 
class steadies them. ‘The author strongly 
advocates the importance of a torpedo of 
longer range than that of 2,000 yards, 
and states that experiments aro now 
being carried ont with 18-in, torpedoes, 
which run 3,830 yards; while the 
United States 'Admitalty have on ordor 
two 21-in. torpedoes to run at 26 knots 
for 4,000 yards, and there aro reports of 
18-in, torpedoes to run 3,000 yards. ‘The 
uso of the gyroscope vory materially im- 
proves the efficiency of the submarine, 
‘The gyroscope, it is hardly necossary to 
mention, enables the torpedo to be fired 
at any angle to the fore-and-aft line of 
the submarine boat. ‘The British vesselx 
have two tubes in the bow, while some of 
the French vessels carry four tubes—two 
pointing ahead and two astern, With 
these improvoments there can be no 
doubt of the effectiveness of the sub- 
marine boat. Up till now, continues 
“Engineoring,” there has been no success- 
ful method evolved of combating the sub- 
marine attack. ‘The idea of an outrigger 
carried by destroyers has not proved 
successful, and it is suggested that des- 
troyers should have quickfiring torpedo 
tubes. The speed of the submersible 
boat when under water is not likely to be 
more than 7 or 8 knots, so that a com- 
paratively cheap and light torpedo which 
would ran at 16 knots for 300 yards 
would overhaul the boat. 




















From time to time, says “ Engineer- 
ing, we have writers drawing most fascinat- 
ing pictures of future submarine boats, not 
only for war purposes, but for the con- 
veyance of passengers; and the public, 
with its inherent inclination to doubt tho 
progressive attitude of Government de- 
partments—an inclination not always un- 
justifiable—is inclined to accept optimis- 
ements regarding the general 
possibilities and the performances of 
foreign-built submarine boats. In view 
of this, an interesting statement made by 
Captain Bacon, who is in charge of the 
British submarine flotilla, and our great- 
est authority on the submarine-boat, is of 
great importance.

the two contending factors in the design. 
Another most important consideration 
limiting speed is the enormous weight of 
electric batteries, and in view of the 
difficulties of management, liability to ac- 
cident, the high prime cost, and, even 
more important. the expense of annual 
renewal, the designer had a serious pro- 
blem to undertake. ‘The experience was 
that the batteries would not last longer 
than five years, and thus with a hundred 
Doats it would be necessary to renew all 
the batteries in twenty boats every year.

Increase 
in size, involving greater time for sub- 
mergence, made it more likely that she 
would be attacked successfully by rapid- 
firing guns. ‘The stability problems lave 
all been solved now; Captain Bacon did 
not in this or in any other connection 
give any details of the British boats. 
‘ime secrecy which the Admiralty and the 
Vickers Company have been able to 
maintain is, from every point of view, 
factory: we question if the 
nce could have been maintain- 
ed for such a long period in all of the 
dockyards. Everyone, continues “Eng- 
ineering,” sympsthises with the view that 
the crew of the submarine-boat should 
have the same chanco as those fighting 
our ironclads; but all warships are design- 
ed primarily to fight, and one cannot 
jake omelettes without breaking eggs. 
‘Theo idea of subdivision by bulkheads has 
boon considered ; but it was of first im- 
portance to have a knowledge of the 
physical characteristics of the sailor, and 
this experience led the designers to dis- 
ponso as faras possible with small com- 
partments, go that men would have com- 
pany when they were submerged. The 
Kmiralty preferred to depend on the 
rains of the men under conditions where 
mechanical appliances, if they wont out 
of gear, would prove disastrous. From 
first to last, adds “ Engineering,” Captain 
Bacon's statement, based on practical

To-day is the day appointed for the 
official celebration of the King’s birth- 
day in London; and as his Majesty left 
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for Kiel on to the Geran 
Emperor yesterday, he has, for the first 
time for many years, been absent from 
the ceremony of trooping the colours on 
the Horse Guards’ Parade. Intorest in 
the King’s birthday centres, however, in 
the list of birthday honours, This year 
it contains no peers, three privy council- 
lors, seven baronets, and a very long list 
of knighthoods, in ‘addition to the usual 
shower of Orders distributed among the 
Stato servants in the Foreign, Indian, 
and Colonial departnients and in the 
Army. To the general public it is not a 
very. interesting list, perhaps its most 
notable item being the baronetcy con- 
ferred upon Mr. Alfred Harmsworth, 
principal proprietor of the “ Daily Mail” 
and all the other Harmsworth publica 
tions. Thus at the age of 39 he: has 
secured an hereditary title in addition to 
a colossal fortune ; and it is only a fow 
years since he was a straggling and 
impecunious young journalist. Of the 
remaining baronetcias most have boon 
conferred for sorvices to the political 
party in power, The great tobacco house 
of W. D. & H. O. Wills, which already 
numbers two baronetcies, now gots 
third, and another goes to the Palme 
of Reading, the bisonit folk. A parti- 
cularly well-deserved honour is the 
privy councillorship conferred upon Mr. 
Charles Booth for his invaluable i

THE EXPLOITS OF 
LIEUT. SAHARA. ~ 


A brother of Liout. Keiji Sahara, who 
has taken a prominent part in the Japan- 
exe occupation of Newchwang, as mention- 
ed in yesterday's telograsas, is at present 
in Shanghai, and sends us some interest- 
ing particulars of previous exploits of 
the young officer. 

Lieut. Sahara is attached to the 13th 
regiment of cavalry, which was stated in 
a 8t. Petersburg tolegram to have been 
annihilated by the Russians on the 30th 
May, at Wafangkno. It was cortairly a 
hard fight, as an extract from a letter 
written by Lieut. Sahara to his brother 
shows 

“This being my first actual battle, I 
naturally feel very pleased. Aftor land- 
ing I was mado one of the scouting 
officers and met the Cossacks. The next 
day (the 30th May) my company, con: 
ing of only 82, met 300 Cossacks on 
road and we made an attack upon them. 
As the enemy was running away we pro- 
ceeded to pursuo, after dismounting and 
firing at them. We received a beavy fire 
from the enemy and lost 42 killed 
and wounded, hut I was not hurt. Two 
weeks after that date I joined the army 
and was in the severe fighting at 
Telihsze, but again I was not hurt. 

At the fighting of the 30th May my 
pet horse Cho Koh or Changkiang (Long 
River) was shot in four portions of hi

THE BELL TOWERS. 


In two lit!le wood cabins, over 80ft. 
above the ground, two men are always on 
the look-out for the fire demon. Day and 
night the watch is kept up, and the 
residents are oly aware of the meus exis- 
tence when the fire bell starts ita hideous 
clang. It isa long way to the t-p of the 
hell towers, over one hundred steps. 
When one has foiled to the top one finds 
one-elf in a small cabin, with barely room 
toturn. One enters from a trap door in 
the floor. The cabin is scantily furnished. 








{A fing locker, a few lamps, two telephones, 


and a chair are all it contains. ‘There are 
four windows, one on every side, and from 


thes» the watcher gets a fine view right 
over the settlements. It is some months 
before a man can become a competent 
watchman. The fire districts are by no 
‘means easy to mark du-ing the day, and it 
requires skilled eyes to tell the districts at 
‘once in the darkness. Nor is it easy al- 
ways to spot a fire. ‘There is so much 
smoke pouring from the chimneys of 
Shenghai that a little outbreak is not 
noticeable, and the bell-tower man hardly 
ever dares to give the alarm until he sees 
fixmes. Nevertheless the majority of tho 
fires are discovered by these watchmen be- 
foro the police hear of them. When tho 





ing {fire is seen the watchman runs down from 


his little cabin to a platform below. where 
there is» lever with which he manipulates 
the bell, ‘Thirty strokes he rings first. of 
all, and ere these strokes have sounded 
mest of the firemen ars out of bed and 
half-dressed as well. Then comes the dit 
trict alarm, anything from one to eight 
strokes. This alarm continues for somo 
minutes and then the watchman ascends 
to his-cabin again and hoists, by day 
fa fing, by night a lamp, the colours of 
which also show. the district. How many 
people turn in their beds and anathomatiso 
the bell, tower, and everything connected 
with it when the clang of the bell 
tarbs their slumbers, but little do they 
thi ik of those watchers of the towers who 
by day and by night, in heat and in snow, 
wa‘ch over the city ‘ss it works or slum: 
bers. 

A tongue of flame shcots out in the 
South, and almost sitaultaneously the bells 
of the two towera sound tho general 
alarm. Almost ere it is finished tho 
gongs of the fire tructs slart their angry 
peal as thoy tear at breakneck speed 
through the streets below. In a space of 
time which can usually only be counted 
by seconds, the black sm ‘ke changes to 
dense clouds of white stoam. The watch- 
man. sees it all from his little hut on high, 
but his vigilance must not abate. He must 
still scan the roofs below him for a trace 
of another outbreak, and when the fre 
is over and the weary wor'vers have once 
more retired to sleep he sill watches o'er 
the eity. 
































ECHOES OF THE 
GREAT BIBLE 
CENTENARY. 


Contrisuten. 


Only now is it possible to realiso how 
far-reaching was the colobration of tho 
Centenary of the British and Forei 
Bible Society. A bird’s-oye view of tho 
world gives remarkable evidence of tho 
way in which the Chri 
cognised their debt to the Bible 
united to return thanks for thie—on 
God's greatest gifts to man; while, 
incidentally, fresh light is thrown on the 
widespread’ nature of the Society's 
‘operations. Not only were congratula- 
tory messages received from the Czar, 
the German Emperor, the President of 
tk United Statos, the King of Sweden, 
‘an. the King of Denmark, but on the 
day that the Archbishop of Canterbury 
preached at that memorablo.servico in 
St. Paul's Cathedral, while the Queen 
and other membors of the Royal Family 
joined in the Thanksgiving Service for 
the centenary of the Bible Society, 
Bible Sunday was being observed all over 
the world by peoples of the most diverse 
race and language, 

In Washington, the President of the 
United States attended a special servi 
in St. John’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church. In the Cathedral at Stockholm, 
ithe Archbishop of Upsala preached and, 
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thanked Géd fot the blessed work accom- 
plished: by the Bible Sociéty in:spreading 
th Gospel, not ‘only in Sweden’ but also 
in so many other countries. All the 
members: of the Royal’ Family then in 
‘Sweden were present at this service. Iu 
India, the 6th of March was kept as Bible 
Sunday in all parts of the great peninsula. 
Tho Viceroy attended:a special service 
at the Cathedral in Calcutta; while the 
chaplain at Simla made a suggestion— 












which has been partially supported—that j 


his congregation should undertake to 
defray the cost of the production of a 
Gospel ‘in ‘one of the Indian languages 
intowhich.as yet no word of the ‘Scrip- 
‘tures has'been translated. At Melbourne 
the Governor-General of Australia attend- 
oil ‘service on Bible Sunday:at’ St. Paul's 
Cathetiral. 

“Ta All Tongues.” 

But this festival was not ouly kept by 
the English-speaking. races. The Bible 
Society is British’ and it is also foreign, 
‘a factwhich was curiously emphasised in 
its Conteniary Meetings. The swarthy 
natives of Uganda were as active in 

anising thanksgiving services as their 
white brethen in Bnglasa. ‘In the Cathe- 
dral' at'Namirenba, the preacher in the 
morning was Ham Mukasa, who accom- 
panied the'Katikiro to England for King 
‘Edward's Coronation. At Singapore 
every Church and Mission observed Bible 
Sunday. 

‘From Antigua, Barbadoes, Trinidad, 
Ceylon, and South Africa records are now 
to hand of ‘hearty services in which the 
native congregations bore a generous 
part. In Fiji, so short a while ago a 
reign of terror, Bible Sunday was a great 
foature of its year. At Axim on the 
Gold Coast, and. at Lagos, native con- 
grogations contributed generously to the 
Centenary Fund, At. Fredericton, New 
Branswick, a mass meeting filled the 
Opera ‘House. In Georgetown, British 
Guiana, a crowded «and enthusiastic 
Centenary Meeting was held in the Town 
Hall, when His ExceMency the Governor 
presided snd gave his recollections of a 
similar meeting, commemorating the 
Society's Jubilee, which he had attended 
asa boy in an English country town. 
Great ntimbors were tnable to” gain ad- 
mission ; therefore an overflow meeting, 
attended by about-500 -people, was cou- 
ducted outside in the open sir. At a 
large Contenary Meeting at Kingston, 
Jamaica, a leiter enclosing a donation 
was read from the Governor, in which 
His. Excollency remarked: “I know 
what a°groat and valuable work the 
British ‘and Foreign Bible- Society has 
dono and- is doing and in other circum- 
stances I should have felt it a privilege 
and honour to ‘have presided over a 
meeting to celebrate its centenary.” In 
Johannesburg, Lord Milner addressed a 
Contertary Meeting'and most eloquently 
urged the claims ‘of the Society. Even 
onthe high seas the day was not for- 
gotten. Services ‘were held on Bible 
Sunday on several mail steamers, when 
collections were taken in aid of the 
Contenary’ Fund. 

Gifs in the. Treasury. 

At a well-known Mission near 
Bombay, the children’s _ offerings 
alone reached Rs. 419, and some blind 
girls at the Mission went without their 
food in order that it might be sold and 
the money given-to pfovide scriptures for 
the blind. At this same Mission the 
collection on March 7th contained not 
only. coins but many offerings in. kind, 
including flour, bread, eggs, chickens, 
kids, rice, wheat, curry-powder, green 
vegetables, cloth; ete. At the Moravian 
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Mission Station at Witte <Klei “Bosch, 
South Africa, the native Christians collect=| 
ed £1 11s. and it is pathetic. to read” 
how ‘these converts: rose up one -after 
another: and testified ‘to their gratitude: 
for the: Scriptures. The teachers and- 
children of the C. M. S. Orphanage.at 
Nazareth :forwarded £4-as-a centenary 
birthday offering. A few:membors of the 
Somaliland. Field ‘Force sent £15: “A 
collection made prior to March~ 6th-| 
(Bible Sunday), as by that day we. shall: 
be again on trek after the Mullah.”

Witness said he 
had not got.ten cents, but only some 
coppers. ‘The Filipino then ran away, 
with the twenty cents and refused to. pay, 
Witness called outto an Indian policeman, 
‘whoiwent after the Filipinos. Witness. 
went: after them also to help  the.police- 
‘man, but one of the Filipinos drew a knife 
Hand stabbed him on the face and-breast. . 

Inspector Aiers stated that the Indian 
constable had.told him that he saw.noth- 
jing of the affair. The ricshaman. had 
been stabbed when he.was called. “He 
could not tell what had. occurred. before 
the complainant called him. The com- 
plainant’s story when first brought to the 
station was, that the Fill had 
simply got out of tho -ricshas and 
walked away without. paying. 

Prisoner said that he and. a friend 
(Salvador) took ricshas from the Old Dock 
and went down beyond Yangtsepoo. police 
btation. They gave the coolies twenty 
nts apiece, but the men refused to.take 
it. Prisoner and his friend then walked 
away. The ricsha coolies called. another 
‘Chinese and came after them. One of! 
‘the coolies struck prisoner and he took 
out a:knife to defend himself. 

Inspector Aiers said: that prisoner's 
evidence was identical with the story 
which he told when he came to the police 
station. 

His Honour remarked that accused 
had told the same version of the affair 
whilst confined at the Consulate. 

The Captain of the-s.s. Bahan: stated 
that his ship would sail.on 8th August. 
Prisoner had some wages due to him. 

‘His Honour said that he was convinced 
in his own mind that the Filipino thought 
he was acting in self-defence. The coolie, 
however, liad been laid up for some time 
and was not fit for work yet. The prison- 
er would'therefore have to pay him $30 
‘Mex. and would be kept in gaol until the 
ship was ready to sail.
